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Selectmen's  Report 

To  the  Citizens  of  the  Town  of  Swampscott: 

The  Board  of  Selectmen  herewith  submits  its  annual  report  for 
the  year  1950. 

FIRE  DEPARTMENT 

The  Annual  Town  Meeting"  of  1950  placed  the  Fire  Department 
under  the  operation  of  General  Laws,  Chapter  48,  Section  42.  This 
statute  eliminates  the  Board  of  Fire  Engineers,  formerly  appointed 
by  the  Selectmen,  and  the  chief  of  the  Fire  Department  has  and 
exercises  all  the  powers,  and  discharges  all  the  duties,  formerly  con- 
ferred or  imposed  by  statute  upon  the  Board  of  Fire  Engineers.  The 
statute  provides  that  the  chief  ''shall  appoint  a  deputy  chief  and  such 
officers  and  firemen  as  he  may  think  necessary  and  may  remove  the 
same  at  any  time  for  cause  and  after  hearing."  For  a  statement  of 
developments  in  the  Fire  Department  during  1950,  and  the  retirement 
and  changes  in  personnel  within  the  department  made  by  the  chief 
of  the  Fire  Department,  we  refer  you  to  his  report. 

CIVIL  DEFENSE 

Under  Chapter  639  of  the  Statutes  of  1950,  the  Town  was  com- 
pelled by  the  mandatory  provisions  of  the  law  to  appoint  a  civil 
defense  director.  On  September  21,  1950,  Mr.  Harold  S.  Walker  was 
appointed.  Mr.  Walker  has  had  vast  experience  in  civil  defense  work 
during  the  second  World  War.  He  has  worked  for  the  federal  govern- 
ment and  for  the  Army  both  here  and  in  Europe  and  Asia.  Regard- 
less of  how  distasteful  to  the  general  public  the  necessity  of  civil 
defense  and  the  expense  involved  therein  may  at  first  appear,  the 
continuous  planning,  preparation,  and  education  for  war  catastrophe 
in  the  community  is  imperative.  We  have  also  appointed  an  advisory 
council  to  assist  Mr.  Walker,  and  for  the  chairman  of  this  council, 
we  have  been  fortunate  in  securing  the  services  of  Mr.  Edward  Breed. 

WIRE  INSPECTOR 

The  Annual  Town  Meeting  of  1950  adopted  a  statute  and  by- 
laws creating  the  office  of  Wire  Inspector.  First  appointee  for  this 
job  was  the  late  Harold  E.  Morse,  who  resigned  on  September  21,  1950, 
because  of  ill  health.  The  present  Wire  Inspector  is  Edward  J.  Connell, 
an  engineer  and  employee  of  the  Lynn  Gas  and  Electric  Company. 
Mr.  Connell  spends  about  three  hours  a  day,  five  days  a  week,  on 
this  work.  He  has  office  space  in  the  Building  Inspector's  office. 

CLARKE  SCHOOL 

On  the  27th  day  of  July,  1950,  the  Clarke  School  Building  Com- 
mittee, appointed  after  the  May  Special  Town  Meeting,  submitted  to 
us  two  contracts:  one  to  demolish  the  old  Clarke  School;  and  the 
other  a  contract  with  an  architect  for  plans,  specifications,  and 
supervision  of  the  construction  of  a  new  school.  We  were  asked  by  the 
Building  Committee  to  counter-sign  these  contracts  under  applicable 
provisions  of  the  Town  by-laws.  After  consideration,  a  majority  of 
the  Board  felt  that  in  view  of  the  international  developments  which 
had  transpired  between  May,  1950,  when  the  Town  voted  to  tear 
down  the  old  Clarke  School  and  build  a  new  one,  and  the  date  the 
above  contracts  were  submitted  to  us,  the  Town  Meeting  should 
again  have  an  opportunity  to  pass  on  the  questions.  Specifically,  in 
view  of  the  situation  in  Korea,  we  were  concerned  with  tJie  potential 
shortage  of  materials,  the  rising  costs,  and  the  uncertainty  of  when 
a  new  school  could  be  built.  Thus,  a  majority  of  the  Board  prepared 
articles  to  be  included  in  the  Special  Town  Meeting  of  September  12,

1960,  to  cover  the  question  whether  to  tear  down  the  Clarke  School 
and  build  a  new  one,  or  whether  to  put  the  Clarke  School  in  condition 
for  use,  and  add  to  it  when  possible. 

POLICE  DEPARTMENT 

Swampscott  completed  its  eighth  consecutive  year  without  a 
fatality  caused  by  motor  vehicle.  This  is  an  unusual  record,  and  the 
Chief  of  Police  and  his  department  deserve  commendation  for  the 
large  part  they  play  in  its  maintenance. 

As  a  result  of  the  vote  of  the  Town  Meeting  of  1950,  two  per- 
manent men  were  added  to  the  Police  Force,  and  the  Selectmen  were 
empowered,  if  in  their  discretion  it  seemed  advisable,  to  place  the 
department  on  a  forty  hour  work  week.  By  a  majority  vote,  the  forty 
hour  week  was  adopted  May  1,  1950. 

Two  Captains  were  appointed  during  1950  under  the  following 
circumstances.  The  Police  force  is  divided  into  three  divisions.  The 
day  division  until  recent  appointments,  was  under  the  immediate 
charge  of  an  acting  duty  officer  chosen  from  the  ranks.  The  night 
division  was  under  Captain  Doherty  and  the  morning  division  was 
under  Captain  Kennedy  until  his  retirement  on  April  25,  1950.  It 
seemed  to  us  advisable  to  have  an  executive  officer  in  charge  of  each 
division,  so  on  December  14,  1950  we  appointed  Officer  John  P. 
Costin  to  replace  Captain  Kennedy,  and  on  December  18,  1950  wt 
appointed  Officer  James  H.  Pedrick  the  third  Captain.  This  ap- 
pointment results  in  a  superior  officer  being  in  command  of  each  di- 
vision under  the  overall  supervision  of  the  Chief  of  Police. 

PURITAN  ROAD 

It  is  most  urgent  that  Purit-an  Road  be  rebuilt  as  soon  as  possible. 
This  will  involve  the  building  of  a  new  sea  wall  and  possible  land 
takings  which  will  cost  considerable  money.  It  is  recommended  that 
this  be  done  by  contract  under  a  bond  issue. 

TOWN  INSURANCE 

Due  to  the  sharp  rise  in  replacement  costs  a  survey  was  made  of 
insurance  carried  on  all  town  buildings.  This  survey  showed  that 
values  on  some  of  the  buildings  were  inadequate.  Where  this  was 
so  the  values  were  increased. 

SURVEYS 

The  Annual  Town  Meeting  of  March  1950  authorized  the  Board 
of  Selectmen,  with  expert  advice,  to  survey  the  High  School  for 
sprinkler  protection,  the  old  Town  Hall  for  repairs  or  removal,  and 
the  Phillips  Beach  Engine  House  for  repairs.  These  projects  have 
been  completed  and  reports  will  be  submitted  at  the  Annual  Town 
Meeting.

To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  Board  of 
Park  Commissioners  to  purchase  a  crawler  type  bulldozer  to  be  used 
by  the  Water  &  Sewerage  Board,  Highway  Department  and  Park 
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Department  and  appropriate  the  necessary  money  therefor  or  take 
any  action  relative  thereto.  Sponsored  by  the  Board  of  Park  Commis- 
sioners. 

Article  50.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  purchase  or  take  by 
•eminent  domain  a  parcel  of  land  adjoining  the  standpipe  property  of 
the  Town  of  Swampscott,  for  the  purpose  of  building  a  road  to  said 
town  property,  and  appropriate  the  necessary  money  therefor  or  take 
any  action  relative  thereto.

Article  56.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  construct  a  drain  and 
resurface  King's  Beach  Tenace  and  transfer  the  sum  of  $450.00 
appropriated  under  the  provisions  of  Article  27  of  the  Annual  Town 
Meeting  of  1949  for  that  purpose  and  appropriate  money  therefor 
or  take  an  action  relative  thereto.  Sponsored  by  the  Board  of  Select- 
men. 

Article  57.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  extend  the  sewers  in 
any  or  all  of  the  following  streets: — Charlotte  Road,  Duke  Street, 
Forest  Avenue,  Gale  Road,  Mountwood  Road,  Muriel  Road,  Pine  Hill 
Road,  Pleasant  Street,  Puritan  Lane,  Puritan  Road,  Sherwood  Road, 
Walnut  Road,  Winshaw  Road,  and  in  any  other  sti-eets  or  sections  of 
the  Town  as  the  Water  and  Sewerage  Board  and  the  Board  of  Health 
deem  necessary  and  that  the  money  necessary  to  install  said  sewers 
be  appropriated  from  the  unexpended  balance  of  the  outfall  sewer 
bond  issue  of  1947.  Sponsored  by  the  Water  &  Sewerage  Board  and 
the  Board  of  Health. 

Article  58.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  continue  the  summer 
recreational  program  at  Jackson,  Phillips,  and  Abbott  Parks  and  ap- 
propriate the  sum  of  $3,000.00  therefor  or  take  any  action  relative 
thereto.

Section  3.  Any  person  or  corporation  operating  electric  or  other 
wires  within  the  town  shall,  upon  request  of  the  Inspector,  furnish 
him  with  such  information  as  may  be  necessary  to  the  faithful  and 
effectual  discharge  of  his  duties  under  this  by-law. 

Section  4.  The  Inspector  shall  have  access  at  all  reasonable  times 
to  all  wires,  appliances,  and  apparatus  in  the  interior  of  a  public 
building  or  on  private  premises,  which  are  intended  for  carrying  an 
electric  light  or  power  current,  and  no  person  shall  arrange,  affix  or 
change  any  such  wires  or  apparatus  without  giving  the  Inspector  reas- 
onable opportunity  to  inspect  such  wires  and  their  arrangement  and 
fixtures  before  the  same  are  covered  or  enclosed ;  and  no  person  shall 
place  such  wires  in  any  building  in  process  of  construction  until  all 
gas,  steam,  water,  and  furnace  pipes  have  been  placed  in  proper  po- 
sition. No  person  shall  connect  such  wires  in  the  interior  of  a  public 
building  and  on  private  premises  with  an  outside  circuit  which  crosses 
or  runs  along,  over  or  under,  any  street  or  way  of  the  town  without 
written  permission  therefor  having  been  first  obtained  from  the  In- 
spector. 

Section  5.  No  electrical  installation  shall  be  made  in  any  house, 
factory,  building  or  structure  of  any  type  or  affixed  in  any  way  to 
any  portion  of  any  premises  in  the  Town  of  Swampscott  which  is  in- 
tended to  be  connected  with  an  outside  electrical  circuit  which  crosses 
or  runs  along  over  or  under  any  street  or  way  of  the  town,  unless  a 
written  permit  to  make  such  electrical  installation  is  granted  by  the 
Inspector  of  Wires  to  the  person,  firm  or  corporation  making  written 
application  for  such  electrical  installation. 

Section  6.  Fees  shall  be  charged  by  the  Inspector  of  Wires  to  any 
person,  firm  or  corporation  applying  for  permits  for  electrical  in- 
stallations as  provided  in  Section  5 ;  said  fees  to  be  paid  by  the  appli- 
cants when  such  permits  are  issued  in  accordance  with  the  following 
schedule :

those  under  the  direction  and  control  of  the  School  Committee,  and 
the  Board  of  Library  Trustees. 

Section  2 — The  Pay  Plan: — The  official  pay  plan  shall  consist 
of  the  scales  of  pay  for  the  several  classes  set  forth  in  Schedule  B 
(Exhibit  B  of  Griffenhagen  Report)  which  is  made  a  part  hereof. 

Section  3 — Amendment  of  the  Plans: — The  classification  plan 
and  the  provisions  included  herein  may  be  amended  in  the  manner 
provided  by  law,  or  in  the  manner  provided  by  the  bylaws  of  the 
town,  whichever  is  applicable.  The  pay  plan  may  be  established  or 
changed  by  vote  of  the  town  at  a  Town  Meeting,  or  as  provided  by 
law,  whichever  is  applicable. 
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In  a  case  of  urgent  necessity,  the  personnel  officer,  after  con- 
sultation with  the  appointing  authority  and  with  the  approval  of 
the  personnel  board,  may  anticipate  formal  action  by  the  town  by 
tentatively  adding  a  new  classification  to  the  classification  plan  and 
establishing  the  salary  or  wage  therefor,  subject  to  subsequent 
early  ratification  of  such  action  by  the  town  at  a  Town  Meeting  and 
further  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Division  of  Civil  Service  when 
so  required. 

Section  4 — Personnel  Board: — There  shall  be  a  personnel  board 
consisting  of  three  members  to  be  appointed  by  the  Moderator,  as 
follows : 

(a)  An  elected  town  official  who  shall  be  chairman  for  a  period 
of  one  year 

(b)  A  town  employee  for  a  period  of  two  years 

(c)  A  citizen  and  registered  voter  of  the  town  for  a  penod  of 
three  years  and  thereafter  as  their  terms  expire,  for  a  period  of 
three  years. 

The  personnel  board  shall  be  vested  with  the  authority  to 
promulgate  such  rules  and  regulations  as  are  necessary  for  the 
proper  administration  of  the  classification  and  pay  plans.  Nothing 
in  such  rules  and  regulations  shall  conflict  with  the  provisions  con- 
tained herein. 

Section  5 — Personnel  Officer: — There  shall  be  appointed  by  the 
Board  of  Selectmen,  a  personnel  officer  who  shall  be  responsible 
for  the  administration  of  the  classification  and  pay  plan  and  such 
rules  and  regulations  regarding  the  plans  that  may  be  promulgated 
by  the  personnel  board. 

Appeal  from  any  decision  of  the  personnel  officer  may  be  made 
to  the  personnel  board,  should  such  decision  conflict  with  anything 
contained  herein,  or  with  the  rules  and  regulations  adopted  by  the 
hoard  for  administration  of  the  plans. 

Section  6 — Class  definitions: — The  personnel  officer  shall  pro- 
videj  and  may  amend  from  time  to  time,  written  definitions  of  the 
classes  of  the  classification  plan,  such  consisting  of  a  statement  decrib- 
ing  the  essential  nature  of  the  work  characteristic  of  positions  of  the 
class  that  distinguished  such  positions  from  positions  of  other  classes 
with  such  examples  as  may  be  deemed  appropriate. 

Section  7 — Interpretation  of  Class  Definitions: — The  definitions 
of  the  classes  shall  be  interpreted  as  descriptive  only  and  not  re- 
strictive. The  definition  for  any  class  shall  be  construed  solely  as 
a  means  of  identifying  positions  properly  pertaining  to  the  class 
and  not  as  prescribing  what  the  duties  or  responsibilities  of  any 
position  of  the  class  shall  be,  or  as  modifying,  or  in  any  way  affecting, 
the  power  of  any  administrative  authority,  as  otherwise  existing, 
to  appoint,  to  assign  duties  to,  or  to  direct  and  control  the  work 
of  any  employee  under  the  jurisdiction  of  such  authority. 

Section  8 — Records  and  Requisitions: — The  personnel  officer 
shall  keep  such  records  of  all  employees  of  the  town,  including  the 
name,  age,  date  of  employment,  civil  service  classification  if  any. 
department  in  which  employed,  nature  of  duties  and  other  informa- 
tion as  it  deems  desirable.  All  requisitions  for  persons  to  fill  positions 
or  perform  duties  classified  under  the  civil  semice  law,  all  requests 
for  transfers,  increases  in  salary,  changes  in  ratings^,  or  other  requests 
made  to  the  director  of  civil  service  or  the  department  of  civil  serv- 
ice shall  be  cleared  through  the  personnel  officer. 

Section  9 — Allocation  of  Positions  to  Classes: — The  personnel 
officer  shall  allocate  each  position,  subject  to  the  provisions  of  this 
bylaw,  to  its  appropriate  class  in  the  classification  plan.  Whenever 
a  new  position  is  established,  or  the  duties  of  an  existing  position 
are  so  changed  that,  in  effect,  a  new  position  of  a  different  class  is 
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substituted  for  the  old  position,  the  personnel  officer  shall  allocate 
such  new  or  changed  position  to  its  appropriate  class.  He  shall  like- 
wise reallocate  any  position  from  class  to  class  whenever  he  finds 
such  action  warranted  by  reason  of  error  in  the  allocation  then  in 
effect.  He  shall  afford  reasonable  opportunity  to  be  heard  to  any 
employee  or  appointing  authority  affected  by  any  allocation  or  re- 
allocation, upon  written  request  therefor,  and  may  afford  such  op- 
portunity in  the  absence  of  such  request. 

Section  10 — Titles  of  Positions: — No  person  shall  be  appointed, 
employed,  or  paid  as  an  employee  in  any  position  subject  to  the  provi- 
sions of  this  by-law,  under  any  title  other  than  that  of  the  class 
to  which  the  position  is  allocated.  The  title  of  each  class  shall  be 
the  official  title  of  every  position  allocated  to  the  class  for  all  pur- 
poses having-  to  do  with  the  position  as  such,  and  shall  be  used  to 
designate  the  position  in  all  payrolls,  budget  estimates,  and  official 
records  and  reports,  and  in  every  other  connection  involving  personnel 
and  fiscal  processes,  but  any  abbreviation  or  code  symbol  approved  by 
the  personnel  officer  may  be  used  in  lieu  of  the  title  to  designate 
the  class  of  a  position  in  any  such  connection. 

Section  11 — Operation  of  Bylaw: — This  bylaw  shall  be  opera- 
tive only  as  to  employees  whose  positions  are  classified  hereunder 
and  for  which  positions  minimum  and  maximum  salaries  have  been 
established  by  vote  of  the  town  at  a  Town  Meeting. 

Section  12 — Civil  Service  Law: — Nothing  in  this  bylaw  shall  be 
construed  to  conflict  with  Chapter  31  of  the  General  Laws.

CIVIL  DEFENSE 

Section  1.  Department  of  Civil  Defense.  There  is  hereby  estab- 
lished a  department  of  civil  defense  (hereinafter  called  the  "depart- 
ment"). It  shall  be  the  function  of  the  department  to  have  charge 
of  civil  defense  as  defined  in  Section  1,  Chapter  639,  Acts  of  1950 
and  to  perform  civil  defense  functions  as  authorized  or  directed 
by  said  chapter  or  by  any  and  all  executive  orders  or  general  regu- 
lations promulgated  thereunder,  and  to  exercise  any  authority  dele- 
gated to  it  by  the  governor  under  said  Chapter  639. 

Section  2.  Director  of  Civil  Defense.  The  department  shall  be 
under  the  direction  of  a  director  of  civil  defense  (hereinafter  called 
the  "director")  who  shall  be  appointed  as  prescribed  by  law.  The 
director  shall  have  direct  respouvsibility  for  the  organization,  adminis- 
tration and  operation  of  the  department,  subject  to  the  direction  and 
control  of  the  appointing  authority,  and  shall  receive  such  salary 
as  may  be  fixed  from  time  to  time  by  the  appointing  authority.  The 
director  may,  within  the  limits  of  the  amount  appropriated  therefor, 
appoint  such  experts,  clerks  and  other  assistants  as  the  work  of  the 
department  may  require  and  may  remove  them,  and  may  make 
such  expenditures  as  may  be  necessary  to  execute  effectively  the 
purposes  of  Chapter  639,  Acts  of  1950. 

The  director  shall  also,  have  authority  to  appoint  district  co- 
ordinators and  may  accept  and  may  receive,  on  behalf  of  the  town, 
services,  equipment,  supplies,  materials  or  funds  by  way  of  gift, 
grant  or  loan,  for  purposes  of  civil  defense,  offered  by  the  federal 
government  or  any  agency  or  officer  thereof  or  any  person,  firm  or 
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corporation,  subject  to  the  terms  of  the  offer  and  the  rules  and 
regulations,  if  any,  of  the  agency  making  the  offer.  The  director 
shall  cause  appropriate  records  to  be  kept  of  all  matters  relating 
to  such  gifts,  grants  or  loans. 

Section  3.  Civil  Defense  Advisory  Council.  There  is  hereby  estab- 
lished a  civil  defense  advisory  council  (hereinafter  called  the  "coun- 
cil"). Said  council  shall  serve  without  pay  and  shall  consist  of  the 
director  of  civil  defense,  such  other  department  heads  and  such  other 
persons  as  the  authority  appointing  said  director  may  deem  necessary. 
Such  member  of  said  council  as  said  appointing  authority  shall 
designate  shall  serve  as  chairman  of  said  council.

The  police  department  is  hereby 
authorized  to  go  to  aid  another  city  or  town  at  the  request  of  said 
city  or  town  in  the  suppression  of  riots  or  other  forms  of  violence 
therein.

Board  of  Health 

To  the  Citizens  of  the  Town  of  Swampscott: 

The  Board  of  Health  herewith  submits  its  report  for  the  year 
ending  December  31,  1950,  together  with  those  of  its  various  officers. 

Because  of  the  demands  of  private  contractors,  stores  and  hotels 
along  witih  individuals  for  a  place  to  dispose  of  their  waste  materials 
other  than  those  collected  by  the  contractor,  we  believe  that  the  town 
should  provide  a  dumping  place  for  the  convenience  of  the  towns- 
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people.  However,  if  any  action  is  taken  ample  means  should  be  pro- 
vided to  care  for  a  dump  by  sanitary  methods,  so  that  conditions  which 
usually  emanate  from  such  places  will  be  eliminated. 

Communicable  diseases  have  dropped  to  the  lowest  level  in  years. 
This  past  season  we  inau^rated  a  new  system  of  school  releases 
whereby  these  slips  are  delivered  directly  to  the  homes;  in  so  doing 
we  have  saved  the  parents  and  children  much  valuable  time  and 
inconvenience. 

We  have  been  very  unfortunate  in  having  to  accept  the  retire- 
ment of  Dr.  James  J.  Fenelon,  effective  Jan.  11,  1951,  from  the 
head  of  our  School  Dental  Clinic.  We  will  be  extremely  fortunate 
if  we  are  able  to  fill  this  position  and  carry  on  this  work  as  in  the 
past.  A  solution  possibly  may  be  arranged  through  joint  participation 
of  the  various  dentists  in  the  town. 

The  Civil  Defense  program  has  hit  us  as  well  as  a  great  number 
of  our  fellow  townspeople.  We  are  organizing  a  Health  and  Medical 
set  up  along  the  lines  recommended  by  the  Federal  and  State  agencies, 
and  will  give  all  assistance  and  cooperation  that  is  possible  to  the 
Civil  Defense  Director.

To  the  Citizens  of  the  Town  of  Swampscott : 

Ladies  and  Gentlemen: 

Many  things  that  were  called  to  your  attention  in  our  1949  re- 
port are  still  uppermost  in  the  minds  of  your  School  Committee  as 
we  report  to  you  for  the  year  ending  December  31,  1950. 

Again  this  year  one  of  the  paramount  concerns  has  been  housing. 
All  buildings  are  being  used  to  capacity;  many  rooms  are  overcrowded. 
Nothing  that  we  can  say  on  the  subject  can  add  to  the  excellent 
resume  by  the  Superintendent  of  Schools  in  his  report  to  the  com- 
mittee, and  we  strongly  recommend  that  our  fellow  townspeople  read 
it  carefully  and  thoughtfully.  We  feel,  too,  that  what  Mr.  Dunn  says 
in  regard  to  the  High  School  applies  to  all  buildings. 

It  had  been  our  hope  that  the  New  Clarke  School  would  be  ready 
when  the  fall  term  of  1951  opened  next  September,  but  circumstances 
beyond  both  the  control  of  the  Building  Committee  and  the  School 
Committee  have  delayed  its  progress.  The  School  Committee,  at  this 
time,  wishes  to  commend  the  Building  Committee  for  their  willino-- 
ness  to  overcome  all  obstacles  that  were  placed  in  their  path,  and 
we  feel  confident  that  the  New  Clarke  School  will  be  ready  for  oc- 
cupancy early  in  1952. 
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Last  year  a  summary  of  business  approved  or  adopted  during 
the  year  by  the  committee  was  incorporated  in  our  report.  Business 
for  1950  followed  very  much  the  same  trend.  However,  in  addition, 
we  are  happy  to  report  that  we  have  made  several  very  definite  steps 
forward.  Recommendations  made  by  the  Superintendent  asking  for 
th^  creating-  of  the  following  departments  have  received  our  unani- 
7  '.ous  approval : 

1.  Department  of  Guidance  and  Testing. 

2.  Department  of  Social  Studies. 

3.  Department  of  Physical  Education. 

In  addition  the  committee  has  approved  the  expansion  of  the 
Speech  Department  and  also  the  Manual  Arts  Department.  Further- 
more, it  is  planned  to  install  a  course  in  Driver  Education. 

At  the  present  time  a  professional  survey  is  under  way  which, 
upon  completion,  will  give  the  School  Committee  an  overall  picture 
of  the  needs  for  several  years  to  come.  Until  this  survey  is  completed 
vre  shall  make  no  recommendations  to  the  Town  Meeting  nor  to  the 
citizens.  This  survey  was  undertaken  with  the  support  of  the  Select- 
men, the  Finance  Committee,  and  the  Planning  Board.  It  is  our  hope 
that  it  will  completely  answer  any  questions  that  may  have  been  left 
unanswered  by  the  three  previous  committees  that  have  been  ap- 
pointed from  among  our  fellow  townspeople. 

In  order  to  present  the  picture  of  the  School  Department  finances 
in  their  true  light,  we  call  your  attention  to  the  report  which  shows 
a  refund  to  the  town  of  $16,793.47.  This,  as  noted,  consists  of  gen- 
eral receipts,  tuition,  and  state  refunds. 

The  understanding  cooperation  and  patience  shown  the  School 
Committee  and  the  staff  by  the  parents  is  gratefully  acknowledged. 
To  all  in  the  system  —  the  Superintendent,  the  Principals,  the  Teach- 
ers, the  Secretarial  and  Lunchroom  Staff,  and  the  Custodians,  again 
our  appreciation  and  thanks  for  carrying  on  so  well  under  such 
tremendously  trying  circumstances.

To  the  School  Committee  of  the  Town  of  Swampscott: 

Ladies  and  Gentlemen : 

I  submit  herewith  my  annual  report  of  the  year  1950,  the  twen- 
tieth report  which  it  has  been  my  privilege  to  make  as  Superintendent 
of  your  schools. 

Putting  a  report  to  you  into  this  form,  of  course,  a  matter  of 
custom  rather  than  of  necessity  from  an  informational  standpoint. 
You  are  well  acquainted  with  what  it  will  present.  More  properly, 
a  report  of  this  kind  is  for  the  information  of  the  people  of  the 
town,  who,  I  sometimes  feel,  are  all  too  accustomed  to  accept  it  as 
a  matter  of  form  and  to  treat  it  accordingly. 

The  great  problem  at  the  present  is  our  lack  of  school  housing 
facilities  in  the  face  of  rapidly  growing  enrollment.  So  much  ha3 
been  said  upon  the  subject  over  the  past  two  years  that  further 
discussion  seems  almost  trite;  yet,  in  spite  of  all  that  has  been  said, 
in  spite  of  all  the  data  that  has  been  presented,  and  in  spite  of  fore- 
casts by  three  investigations,  all  agreeing  the  one  with  the  others, 
there  still  remain  those  who,  judging  by  their  attitude,  look  upon 
our  troubles  as  arising  not  from  natural  and  logical  social  trends 
but  as  something  originating  in  our  own  minds.  They  almost  seem  to 
believe  that  the  School  Department  is  engaged  in  some  connivance 
to  build  schoolhouses  just  for  fun. 

It  seems  useless  to  point  out  to  them  such  trends  as  these  facts 
indicate : 

1.  School  enrollment  for  November  over  the  past  four  years  has 
been:  1462  pupils  in  1947;  1623  pupils  in  1948;  1704  pupils  in  1949; 
1812  pupils  in  1950.  Our  enrollment  has  never  before  reached  this 
last  figure. 

2.  The  9th  grade  has  been  moved  to  the  High  School  to  make 
room  for  elementary  pupils  in  the  Hadley  School  area;  and  this 
transfer  would  have  been  necessary  whether  or  not  Clarke  School 
pupils  had  had  to  be  accommodated  in  the  Hadley  and  Machon 
buildings. 

3.  Two  years  ago  the  Stanley  School  had  two  unused  rooms. 
Those  rooms  are  now  in  use,  and  in  addition  the  auditorium  is  being 
used  as  a  classroom. 

4.  Three  classes  at  the  Stanley  School,  one  at  the  Hadley,  and 
one  at  the  Machon  have  40  or  more  pupils.  These  groups  should  be 
divided,  but  there  is  no  room  in  town  available,  unless  we  extend  the 
Iwo-platoon  arrangement. 

5.  There  is  the  probability  that  at  least  one  grade  in  the  Stanley 
School  will  go  on  two  platoons  next  year,  anyway,  unless  a  drastic 
change  takes  place  to  lessen  enrollment.  This  is  a  case  of  simple 
arithmetic.  Enrollment  requiring  two  kindergarten  groups  next  year, 
as  this,  will  give  us  not  less  than  ten  classes  to  be  housed  in  nine 
available  locations  including  the  auditorium. 
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6.  The  Machon  School  auditorium  seems  certain  to  be  required 
for  kind  erg-art  en  use  next  year.  This  is  a  certainty  if  kindergarten 
enrollments  increase  in  the  area.  It  may  become  a  necessan-  expedient 
tc  avoid  two  platoons. 

7.  The  hope  is  that  the  new  Clarke  School  may  be  finished  in 
time  to  help  soh-e  any  difficulties  arising  at  the  Machon  School,  but 
it  can  be  no  help  at  all  in  taking  care  of  the  pupils  due  to  arrive  in 
the  Stanley  School  from  the  new  housing  developments  on  Nason 
Road,  off  Salem  St.,  and  along  Atlantic  Ave.  Moreover,  there  is  little 
thought  that  it  vdW  relieve  the  Hadley  School  Elementary-Junior  High 
situation  more  than  partially. 

Three  different  commissions  of  local  citizens  have  studied  the 
situation  and  have  arrived  at  the  conclusion  that  we  need  more 
housing  facilities.  As  a  final  report  another  professional  group, 
brought  in  from  out-of-town,  is  now  engaged  in  the  same  process. 

Their  report,  however,  whatever  it  may  be,  can  do  little 
to  relieve  immediate  conditions.  The  first  prospect  for  relief  will  be 
the  completion  of  the  new  Clarke  School.  We  hope  this  can  be 
completed  by  Januar>^  1,  1952,  but  a  delay  into  Februan.-  or  March 
would  be  no  surprise  under  existing  conditions.  Under  any  circum- 
stances, parents  must  be  prepared  to  face  two-platoons,  probably  in 
areas  where  it  does  not  exist  at  present,  into  the  school  year  1952-53. 

The  old  Clarke  School  is  a  thing  of  the  past.  Three  days  after 
school  closed  in  June  all  materials  and  equipment  worth  saving  had 
been  removed  and  the  building  abandoned  so  far  as  the  School  De- 
partment was  concerned. 

The  transferring  and  re-allotment  of  the  pupils  affected  was 
completed  in  mid-summer.  Wherever  any  hardship  to  a  family  was 
occasioned,  or  wherever  any  eiTor  in  assigning  arose,  I  made  every 
effort  to  correct  the  situation.  Assignments  had,  of  course,  to  be 
arbitrary  in  some  cases,  but  on  the  whole  parents  were  cooperative 
and  understanding  —  and  the  new  year  opened  with  a  minimum  of 
friction.  A  considerable  number  of  pupils  went  to  the  Machon  School, 
but  most  to  the  two-platoon  organized  at  the  Hadley  School.  A  few 
Hadley  School  pupils  were  transferred  to  the  Stanley  School  to  pre- 
vent overcrowding  certain  classes. 

Locating  the  ninth  grade  in  the  Senior  High  School  building 
likewise  was  accomplished  with  little  difficulty,  and  the  pupils  have 
been  readily  assimilated  into  the  High  School  organization.  Mo^ing 
ninth  grade  teachers  along  with  their  pupils  undoubtedly  was  an  im- 
portant element  in  this  adjustment.  I  see  little  prospect  that  a 
change  back  can  be  made  for  a  number  of  years,  but  you  should  be 
aware  that  before  the  present  ninth  grade  reaches  the  graduation 
stage  the  building  may  have  reached  its  pupil  capacity. 

In  this  connection  you  may  be  interested  in  Mr.  Dunn's  comment. 
He  writes: 

''What  often  escapes  attention,  in  estimating  our  housing  capac- 
ity, is  the  fact  that  some  of  our  space  is  devoted  to  such  activities 
as*  art,  band,  and  domestic  science.  Mechanical  drawing,  typewriting, 
office  machines  and  library  also  require  rooms  that  cannot  be  used 
for  homerooms.  We  have  managed  to  carr^^  on  our  full  program 
comfortably  thus  far.  As  the  school  grows  in  size,  it  will  be  neces- 
sary for  us  to  use  the  assembly  hall  and  cafeteria  as  study  or 
classrooms. 

"With  the  expansion  of  our  guidance  facilities,  which  should 
come  as  a  result  of  our  increased  numbers,  space  for  such  services 
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as  pupils  guidance,  counseling  and  testing  will  be  hard  to  find.  Art, 
choral  music,  band,  guidance  and  a  school  library  are  not  frills, 
but  are  recognized  necessities  in  a  modern  school." 

*        *  * 

I  have  several  recommendations  for  your  attention  for  the 
coming  year: 

1.  We  have  now  on  our  faculty  a  person  trained  for  and  • 
capable  of  handling  Automobile  Driver  Education.  I  feel  we  should 
make  definite  plans  to  undertake  such  a  course  in  the  spring  provid- 
ing necessary  equipment  is  available.  If  a  dual  contirol  car  can  be 
obtained  through  a  local  dealer  on  the  same  basis  as  in  other  com- 
munities, the  cost  of  the  course  including  instruction,  insurance, 
operation  and  maintenance  should  be  about  $2500  a  year. 

2.  Originally  a  teacher  of  Speech  was  employed  in  this  depart- 
ment on  a  part-time  basis.  Her  work  was  primarily  of  a  corrective 
nature.  Shortly  her  full  time  was  required.  Now,  so  great  has  been 
the  demand  for  her  instruction  in  that  area,  and  so  great  the  demand 
for  speech  improvement  courses  among  High  School  pupils,  that 
she  can  come  nowhere  near  accommodating  all  who  desire  her  serv- 
ices. There  is  sufficient  work  for  two  teachers. 

3.  Among  educators  the  field  of  Physical  Education  is  deemed 
to  include  the  entire  physical  well-being  of  the  pupils  —  health, 
bodily  build-up,  and  recreation,  including  athletics.  Our  activity  in 
this  area  has  never  been  thoroughly  coordinated.  I  feel  that  a  person 
trained  both  by  education  and  by  experience  to  bring  about  and 
direct  a  logical  well-rounded  progi^am  for  both  boys  and  girls  ex- 
tending from  the  elementary  grades  through  the  Senior  High  School 
would  be  a  distinct  asset  to  our  system. 

4.  With  our  Senior  High  School  a  four-year  school,  the  problem 
of  pupil  guidance  in  that  school  has  been  greatly  increased.  It  has 
expanded  beyond  the  scope  with  which  the  department  heads,  who 
formerly  served  as  untrained  councillors,  can  possibly  cope.  We 
need  a  person  to  devote  full  time  to  such  guidance  and  to  testing 
throughout  the  system. 

The  distribution  of  our  High  School  pupils  through  the  curricula 
of  the  school  is  a  commentary  on  the  need  for  such  service. 

At  the  present  time  66.7  per  cent  of  our  pupils  are  enrolled 
in  College  Preparatory  classes;  21  per  cent  in  the  Business  Course, 
and  only  12.5  per  cent  in  our  Practical  Arts  Courses.  While  it  is 
true  that  Swampscott  is  what  may  be  called  a  college-minded  com- 
munity, and  that  the  college  preparatory  curriculum  provides  the 
background  needed  by  those  entering  not  only  the  standard  colleges 
but  nursing  schools  and  secretarial,  medical  technician  and  art 
schools,  it  is  likewise  true  that  many,  particularly  among  our  boys, 
would  profit  more  by  the  business  fundamentals  and  the  practical 
knowledge  and  manual  facility  that  can  be  obtained  only  in  our 
Business  or  Manual  and  Domestic  Arts  curricular.  A  guidance  pro- 
gram is  an  essential  in  meeting  such  a  situation. 

5.  Our  Manual  Arts  have  for  many  years  been  under  the  di- 
rection of  Mr.  Arthur  Cronk,  who  likewise  has  been  the  only  teacher 
of  the  subject.  Fcr  the  past  few  years  his  schedule  has  been  so 
seriously  overloaded  as  to  handicap  him  in  expanding  his  department. 
Transferring  the  ninth  grade  to  the  High  School  made  impossible  his 
handling  the  entire  load,  and  an  additional  teacher  became  a  necessity. 
Mr.  Cronk  has  been  made  a  department  head,  handling  Shop  Mathe- 
matics and  Mechanical  Drawing,  and  his  assistant  conducts  the  shop. 
This  has  provided  opportunity  to  extend  shop  work  along  the  general 
shop  idea,  and  to  expand  into  other  activities  such  as  electrical,  auto 
mechanics,  metal  and  machine  work.  A  comprehension  plan  has  been 
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submitted  to  me  which  seems  logical  and  workable,  and  I  feel  that 
a  start  should  be  made  on  it  at  once. 

>:=  *  * 

During  the  summer  we  undertook  major  alterations  at  the  Junior 
High  School  and  Machon  Schools  to  bring  those  buildings  into  con- 
formity with  the  requirements  of  the  Statte  Department  of  Public 
Safety.  Through  circumstances  beyond  the  control  of  the  con- 
tractor, the  work  at  the  Junior  High  delayed  opening  school  in  that 
building  for  three  days  in  September.  The  buildings  now  meet  all 
safety  requirements  and  have  State  certification  for  the  next  five 
years. 

Because  of  the  late  date  of  finishing  the  plastering  on  these 
jobs,  painting  was  not  done  at  the  time,  and  is  at  present  only  par- 
tially completed.  It  will  be  done  as  rapidly  as  opportunity  permits, 
during  vacation  periods. 

Other  major  repairs  included: 

Painting  the  exterior  of  the  Stanley  School. 

Renewing  certain  floor  covering  in  the  High  School  corridors 
and  stairwells. 

Retubing  a  boiler  at  the  Junior  High  School. 

Renewing  all  radiator  vacuum  traps  at  the  Stanley  School. 

Rebuilding  a  portion  of  the  Junior  High  School  parapet  wall 
where  it  had  begun  to  bulge. 

Painting  several  rooms  at  the  High  School. 

Painting  corridors  at  the  Stanley  School. 

Repairing  cave-in  in  the  Hadley  School  yard. 

In  addition  there  has  been  the  usual  installation  of  cork  bulletin 
boards,  minor  plumbing,  heating  and  roof  repairs,  and  the  main- 
tenance to  equipment  and  fittings  that  is  an  ever  present  problem. 
The  high  winds  of  late  November  ripped  the  flashings  from  the 
Stanley  School  roof,  but  this  damage  fortunately  was  covered  by 
insurance. 

For  next  year  I  call  attention  to  the  following  items  of  major 
importance : 

Completing  painting  at  the  Machon  and  Junior  High  Schools. 
Redecorating  five  rooms  at  the  High  School. 
Redecorating  four  rooms  at  the  Stanley  School. 
Painting  exterior  of  High  School. 

Replacing  corroded  ventilator  braces  on  High  School  roof. 
Repairing  cast  stone  window  ledges  on  rear  of  High  School. 
Rebuilding  front  parapet  of  south  wing  of  Junior  High  School, 
where  serious  leaks  exist. 

Oil  burners  for  Machon  and  Stanley  Schools. 

Painting  interior  of  water  pressure  tank  at  High  School. 

New  legislation  in  1949-50  placed  under  direct  control  of  the 
School  Committee  the  finances  of  both  school  athletic  activities  and 
the  school  lunches.  Each  had  previously  been  handled  as  a  kind  of 
private  business  under  the  direction  of  the  principal  of  the  school 
concerned  and  subject  to  supervision  by  the  School  Committee.  Now 
all  receipts  from  any  source  pass  through  School  Committee  hands 
into  revolving  funds  deposited  with  the  Town  Treasurer.  These  funds 
can  be  expended  only  by  School  Committee  approval  like  any  other 
School  Department  moneys. 
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There  has  been  much  complaint  about  this  process  in  certain 
quarters,  but  I  see  no  fault  in  it.  The  complaints  seem  to  come  from 
those  who  do  not  understand  the  procedure,  or  from  those  who  find 
suddenly  restricted  moneys  which  they  formerly  could  deal  out  with 
a  generous  hand  unsubjected  to  audit  by  state  authorities.  Certainly 
we  shall  not  suffer  under  the  legislation,  except  that  there  is  now 
no  way  to  buy  the  band  uniforms  that  have  heretofore  been  provided 
through  athletic  accounts,  since  such  purchase  is  illegal  from  any 
School  Department  funds.  In  the  future  it  will  be  necessary  to  have 
such  supplementary  appropriations  as  the  School  Committee  formerly 
carried  in  its  budget  for  those  purposes  made  separately  and  desig- 
nated as  going  to  the  specific  funds  in  question.

What  the  current  upbuilding  of  the  national  armed  services  may 
mean  to  us  is  still  uncertain.

The  supply  of  qualified  teachers  in  many  fields  is  still  limited,  and 
several  of  our  men  are  in  those  fields.  We  can  only  hope  that  time 
will  deal  kindly  with  us.

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Contributory  Retirement  Board 

To  the  Citizens  of  Swampscott: 

This  is  the  fourteenth  annual  report  of  the  Retirement  Board. 

We  recently  mailed  to  each  member  a  copy  of  a  pamphlet  pub- 
lished by  the  Massachusetts  Association  of  Contributory  Retirement 
Boards  explaining  the  law,  and  covering  all  changes  up  to  Decem- 
ber 31st,  1950.  There  still  exists  considerable  confusion  as  to  the 
rights  and  benefits  provided  by  the  act.  The  law  as  written  is  tech- 
nical, replete  with  legal  verbiage,  and  contains  innumerable  cross 
references.  Consequently  it  is  exceedingly  difficult  for  the  layman 
to  properly  interpret  its  provisions.  Another  disturbing  factor  is  that 
each  year  the  legislature  changes  certain  parts  of  the  act,  and  it  is 
onerous  to  attempt  to  keep  up  with  the  various  changes.  We  do  feel 
however,  that  this  booklet  will  help  explain  the  basic  fundamentals, 
and  enable  a  member  to  obtain  some  idea  of  what  his  rights  and 
potential  benefits  may  be.  If  any  member  has  a  question  the  Board 
will  be  happy  to  attempt  to  answer  it,  but  it  would  prove  easier  if 
questions  were  submitted  in  writing,  thus  allowing  time  for  a  careful 
examination  of  the  pertinent  provisions  of  the  law  involved.  It  should 
be  noted  that  a  member  now  may  designate  a  beneficiary  to  receive 
a  pension  in  the  event  the  member  dies  before  retiring.  The  accidental 
death  benefit  has  been  increased  to  two-thirds  of  the  pay  of  the 
member,  and  accidental  disability  benefit  has  been  increased  to 
two-thirds  of  the  members  pay. 

Generally,  in  the  lower  wage  brackets,  pensions  are  not  as  high 
as  Social  Security  provides.  Some  improvement  has  been  made,  but 
there  is  a  long  way  to  go  before  we  attain  benefits  comparable  with 
those  prevalent  in  private  industry.

The  Planning  Board 


To  the  Citizens  of  Swampscott: 

The  Planning  Board  has  held  approximately  twenty-four  meet- 
ings during  the  year  of  1950,  not  at  regular  intervals,  but  scheduled 
to  meet  situations  as  they  developed. 

During  the  year  Board  approval  was  given  plans  covering  seven 
subdivisions  of  major  importance,  and  nine  plans  prepared  for  the 
purpose  of  corrections,  legal  compliance,  small  subdivisions,  etc. 

On  account  of  the  tense  international  situation  proposed  develop- 
ments showed  a  decline  during  the  latter  part  of  the  year. 

The  Board  planned  early  in  the  year  to  reprint  the  zoning  by-law 
embodying  changes  and  additions  since  the  original  issue.  This  work 
has  been  delayed  pending  receipt  of  certain  legal  approval  from  the 
Attorney  General's  office ;  however  actual  printing  is  now  in  progress 
and  copies  of  the  revised  edition  should  be  available  by  the  end  of 
1950. 

The  school  problem  is  only  partially  solved  and  there  is  urgent 
need  for  its  completion.  The  Planning  Board  is  co-operating  with 
other  agencies  in  the  effort  to  develop  a  long  range  plan  prepared 
in  understandable  form  for  presentation  to  the  Town  Meeting. 

This  school  problem  also  requires  that  we  consider  whetlier 
present  library  facilities  are  adequate  to  accommodate  the  increas- 
ing number  of  students. 

Due  to  the  critical  times  in  which  we  are  living  the  Massachu- 
setts Federation  of  Planning  Boards,  at  their  annual  meeting  in 
Springfield  during  the  month  of  October,  keynoted  the  importance  of 
doing  everything  possible  to  limit  and  reduce  congestion  respectively 
in  our  new  developments,  and  in  our  older  areas  of  towns  and  cities. 
This  type  of  planning  is  essential  in  order  to  provide  a  greater  degree 
of  safety  against  possible  enemy  action. 

What  the  new  year  may  bring  forth  is  unknov/n,  but  it  will  be 
a  year  for  serious  thought,  and  co-operative  work  on  the  part  of  all 
citizens  of  this  nation  plus  those  in  sympathy  with  our  objectives.

To  the  Citizens  of  Swampscott : 

The  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  Swampscott  Public  Library  submits 
its  annual  report. 

During  1950  Swampscott  Public  Library  has  continued  the  even 
tenor  of  its  way,  open  till  9  P.M.  six  nights  a  week.  Though  the  trend 
throughout  the  state  appears  to  be  toward  shorter  hours  for  municipal 
employees,  since  our  circulation  figures  are  substantially  the  same 
as  in  1949  we  have  not  considered  a  change  in  evening  hours,  nor  in 
ouv  9  to  9  Saturday  opening. 

Swampscott  Public  Library  does  not  exist  just  in  the  town  which 
created  it  and  which  it  serves,  but  is  a  single  unit  in  a  countrywide 
group  of  public  libraries.  The  recently  organized  Division  of  Public 
Libraries  in  the  American  Library  Association  issued  this  year 
a  ''Statement  of  Objectives  and  Program"  which  says  in  part  "A 
large  proportion  of  the  citizens  of  this  country  have  had  no  op- 
portunity to  know  from  personal  experience  what  good  library 
service  is."  Swampscott  gives  $2.13  per  capita  for  support  of  its 
library  which  is  not  much  below  the  A.L.A.  standard  of  $2.25  judged 
necessary  for  "reasonably  good  service".  As  a  corollary  to  the  A.L.A. 
project  to  obtain  adequate  financial  support  for  all  public  libraries 
(through  at  least  one  large-unit  demonstration  in  each  state)  this 
''Statement"  realistically  recommends  that  every  library  "improve 
the  quality  of  the  service  rendered  with  present  funds,  and  make 
these  services  widely  known  in  the  community."  These  are  not  new 
ideas  to  us  but  perhaps  their  national  utterance  will  make  our  work 
on  them  more  vigorous. 

Through  membership  in  library  clubs,  attendance  at  their  meet- 
ings, and  reading  several  library  management  magazines  we  are 
kept  aware  of  improvements  in  techniques.  Much  under  discussion 
recently  have  been  experiments  with  charging  systems  (the  ways 
in  which  it  is  recorded  what  borrower  has  which  books)  and  better 
preparation  of  magazines  for  lending.  Both  of  these  we  hope  to 
change  next  year. 

Another  national  project  we  shall  watch  with  interest  is  the 
exploration  for  "new  measurements  for  evaluating  public  library 
service  which  will  be  more  effective  and  convincing  than  statistics 
on  the  circulation  of  books."  An  index  figure  for  the  latter  has  just 
been  evolved.  For  1949,  the  national  index  was  82,  our  local  one 
was  87,  indicating  slightly  greater  use  than  average.  It  will  be  mildly 
interesting  to  see  how  we  compare  when  1950  figures  have  been 
compiled. 

The  Griffenhagen  ''Report  on  classification  and  compensation  of 
positions"  made  for  the  town,  was  a  distinct  disappointment  to  this 
Library  as  it  has  been  to  libraries  in  other  towns  where  they  have 
been  made.  Their  proposed  change  in  organization  of  positions,  made 
without  any  consultation  with  the  elected  Board  of  Trustees,  to- 
gether with  their  general  inadequate  comprehension  of  library 
standards  has  resulted  generally  in  such  peculiar  designs  that  the 
Massachusetts  Division  of  Public  Libraries,  the  State  Commissioners 
of  Public  Libraries,  and  the  Massachusetts  Library  Association  are 
studying  ways  and  means  to  prevent  the  handicaps  under  which 
Massachusetts  libraries  will  labor  if  these  recommendations  are 
adopted.  Boards  of  Library  Trustees  have  been  conspicuously  con- 
scientious and  honorable  public  servants.  We  hope  the  Swampscott 
Town  Meeting  will  vote  to  accept  the  By-law  which  finds  it  logical 
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to  leave  the  Library  (as  was  done  in  Brookline)  a  separate  service, 
administered,  like  the  schools,  by  its  own  Board,  whose  authorities 
are  defined  by  State  Law. 

Another  factor  in  our  consciousness  of  belonging  to  the  country- 
wide library  picture  lies  in  the  fact  that  a  backward  look  over  7 
years  reveals  that  we  have  helped  several  girls  to  choose  library 
work  as  a  career.  Often  they  have  begun  during  high  school  by  learn- 
ing to  shelve  books,  prepare  them  for  circulation,  etc.  They  continue 
to  help  in  college  libraries,  and  some  have  gone  on  to  earn  library 
school  degrees.  We  try  to  give  special  consideration  to  such  applicants 
when  we  hire  summer  assistants  (and  have  had  several  requests  for 
such  opportunity  from  out  of  town  girls)  ;  we  obtain  assistants  of 
excellent  caliber  in  this  group.  Librarians  are  still  scarce;  though 
this  is  infinitesimal  in  recruiting  endeavors,  it  is  a  small  contribution. 

STAFF:  Our  capable  office  assistant,  Barbara  O'Neill,  who  had 
been  with  us  SV2  years  left  in  August  to  be  married.  We  were  able 
to  fill  her  position  promptly  by  the  appointment  in  September  of 
Marjorie  Koch,  an  honor  graduate  of  Swampscott  High  School,  with 
a  record  of  part-time  experience  in  business,  unusual  for  one  so 
young.  She  has  not  been  able  yet  to  work  into  loan  desk  practices, 
but  we  are  fortunate  to  have  available  two  competent,  experienced, 
and  devoted  "substitutes"  in  Mrs.  Thomas  Condon  and  Mrs.  Robert 
Benford.  Miss  Pollard  of  the  full-time  staff  had  10  weeks'  leave  of 
absence  during  the  summer  for  study  at  Emory  University  Library 
School  where  she  secured  15  quarter  hours'  credit  in  professional 
subjects,  which  will  enable  her  to  perform  some  technical  processes 
formerly  carried  entirely  by  the  Librarian.  Miss  Duval  has  experi- 
mented successfully  with  some  three-dimensional  bulletin  boards. 
She  also  initiated  and  carried  through  the  rearrangement  of  non- 
fiction  which  gained  a  little  more  room  for  growth  in  the  east  reading 
room.  (Though  we  still  feel  daily  in  one  way  or  another  the  need 
for  more  room  in  the  building,  this  report  is  not  going  to  labor  that 
point.)  We  were  able  with  the  salary  saved  by  Miss  Pollard's  leave 
of  absence  to  hire  a  trained  cataloger,  Mrs.  Frances  Cox  Carnes,  of 
Harvard  Divinity  School  Library,  for  one  month  to  do  some  skilled 
work  needed  in  the  adult  catalog.  Mrs.  Linden  has  continued  her 
work  with  children,  parents,  and  teachers,  also  continuing  to  m.ake  the 
contact  between  the  adult  and  juvenile  departments  useful  in  vari- 
ous ways.  Her  teaching  ability  aids  much,  too,  in  training  the  high 
school  girls  who  help  us.  Our  staff  surely  leaves  nothing  to  be  desired 
in  disposition  and  devotion. 

JEAN  ALLAN  ROOM:  A  Sailing-Reading  Club  proved  popular 
and  was  well  attended  during  the  summer  vacation,  ending  with  a 
trip  to  Peabody  Institute  Museum  in  Salem. 

During  the  Spring  Book  Festival  Mrs.  Linden's  suggestion  of  a 
book  progi-am  assembly  at  Junior  High  School  was  enthusiastically 
seconded  by  Mr.  Jordan  and  carried  out  successfully. 

Since  the  8th  grade  was  leaving  Hadley  School  this  year,  and  it 
seemed  not  feasible  to  have  them  come  from  High  School  to  this 
building  for  the  usual  introduction  to  the  adult  department,  we  tried 
holding  a  "graduation"  here  in  June.  It  began  in  the  Children's  room, 
with  a  quiz  in  radio  fashion,  and  ended  by  a  short  visit  to  the  adult 
room,  with  a  chance  to  take  out  applications  for  adult  cards.  The 
instruction  in  use  of  the  library  formerly  given  to  9th  grades  is 
now  assumed  by  the  High  School  Librarian.  In  cooperation  with  her 
we  have  issued  a  leaflet  of  "Tips"  on  the  use  of  the  Public  Library 
which  is  given  to  students  as  she  refers  them  to  this  building.  Com- 
bined with  it  is  a  short  list  of  recreational  reading. 
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BUILDING:  The  boiler  gave  out  with  little  warning  after  34 
years'  use,  and  was  replaced  as  soon  as  specifications  could  be  ob- 
tained. E.  J.  Allard,  a  local  heating  specialist,  prepared  these  at  a 
very  nominal  figure  and  was  most  helpful  with  advice  and  supervision 
throughout  the  affair. 

Exit  lights  were  installed  on  both  floors.  A  book  case  for  over- 
size books  was  built  for  the  Children's  Room.  The  front  door  lock, 
which  had  long  been  troublesome,  was  repaired  by  a  newly  discovered 
process. 

TECHNICAL  CHANGES:  A  new  blank  for  summer  borrowers, 
making  the  card  itself  the  receipt  for  the  deposit,  eliminated  a  source 
of  long-standing  irritation.  Only  34  were  issued,  which  was  less  than 
usual. 

A  new  form  of  application  for  borrower's  card,  which  allows 
room  to  record  occupation  and  special  interests,  was  adopted  when 
we  began  the  re-registration  in  August.  The  new  information  is  more 
often  omitted  than  given. 

PUBLIC  RELATIONS:  The  Librarian  spoke  before  the  Farm 
and  Garden  Club,  on  recent  garden  books,  and  before  the  Rebekahs, 
on  new  books  of  general  interest.  The  Children's  Librarian  and  Li- 
brarian gave  a  joint  book  talk  on  children's  and  family  reading  before 
100  members  of  the  Rhodes  School  Parent-Teacher  Association  in 
Marblehead. 

A  "Great  Books"  group  is  meeting  here  for  the  second  year. 

The  new  Welcome  Wagon  service  distributes  our  ''Information 
for  new  borrowers"  leaflet,  and  also  some  special  lists  as  well  as  the 
Book  Chat.  We  are  grateful  to  Mrs.  Hempel  who  not  only  sends  now- 
comers  to  register,  but  who  has  introduced  the  Library  to  some 
long-time  residents  who  had  not  utilized  its  services  before. 

Eight  "Book  Chat"  lists  were  prepared,  most  of  them  by  Miss 
Pollard.  An  exhaustive  list  of  sea  stories  (to  be  followed  in  1951 
by  one  of  true  narratives  with  nautical  interest)  was  featured  all 
summer.  Mention  of  a  families  list,  compiled  in  1949,  in  May  Lam- 
berton  Becker's  column  in  the  New  York  Herald  Tribune  Weekly 

Book  Review  brought  a  dozen  or  more  requests  from  as  far  away 
as  California. 

Under  the  auspices  of  the  Community  Service  Committee  of 
the  Swampscott  Woman's  Club,  a  successful  "Behind  the  Scenes 
in  the  Library"  morning  was  held  late  in  October.  Fifty  members  and 
guests  of  the  Club  toured  the  building  with  guides,  had  refreshments 
provided  by  the  Committee,  and  heard  explanations  by  various  staff 
members  of  work  done  "behind  the  scenes"  ending  with  a  talk  on 
Trustees'  duties  by  Mrs.  C.  Fred  Smith,  Jr. 

GIFTS:  A  gift  of  unusual  local  significance  and  intrinsic  value 
came  from  Mrs.  G.  D.  R.  Durkee  and  Mr.  and  Mrs.  H.  Allen  Durkee, 
who  presented  an  oil  painting  entitled  "Sugaring  Time,  Vermont", 
done  by  the  late  Frank  C.  Durkee  of  Swampscott.  Mr.  Durkee  was 
both  a  regular  user  of  the  Library,  and  an  adviser  in  its  buying  of 
art  books.  This  evidence  of  his  finished  skill  will  always  give  pleasure 
to  those  who  frequent  the  building.  We  feel  very  fortunate  to  have  it. 

Two  other  original  works,  these  in  the  book  field,  were  pre- 
sented: One  from  Mrs.  Arthur  Splittberger,  who  as  Winifred  Wayne 
collaborated  on  "Handcar  Joe";  and  from  Miss  Dorothy  Russell  came 
a  copy  of  "The  Thirsty  Lion"  by  her  sister,  Karine  Forbes,  formerly 
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a  Swampscott  resident.  These  are  both  children's  room  additions. 
Miss  Mattie  O.  Galeucia  also  gave  to  that  department  a  globe, 
mounted  on  stand. 

The  Garden  Club  flower  arrangements  come  faithfully  and  are 
always  enjoyed  by  staff  and  public,  who  see  them  from  opposite 
sides  of  the  desk. 

Individual  donors  of  other  books  and  periodicals  are  listed  at  the 
end  of  this  report. 

Not  on  view  but  also  much  appreciated  is  a  mimeograph  ma- 
chine which  was  passed  along  to  us  by  the  Town  Engineer's  office 
when  they  secured  one  electrically  operated.  It  is  very  helpful  to 
have  one  under  our  own  roof  for  use  at  any  time  we  need  it. 


One  of  the  more  poignant  news  stories  of  the  past  year,  though 
without  large  headlines,  described  scenes  at  the  forced  closing  of 
the  U.  S.  Information  Library  in  Prague.  Five  thousand  Czechs  gath- 
ered with  pathetic  eagerness  to  obtain  as  a  treasure  some  fragment 
of  its  collections  which  through  a  Soviet  oddity,  were  not  confiscated 
for  destruction,  but  left  for  the  departing  American  staff  to  dis- 
tribute. The  acceptance,  sometimes  tearful,  of  a  piece  of  this  material 
testified  mutely  how  high  a  value  was  set  upon  this  sad  little  souvenir 
of  freedom,  whose  possession  might  well  endanger  its  owner.  The 
public  library  idea,  which  we  take  so  for  granted,  is  a  very  precious 
one.  "We  who  are  connected  with  the  operation  of  a  library  feel  more 
than  ever  determined  to  do  all  possible  that  our  citizens  shall  value 
and  use  it.

In  this  era  of  sky-rocketing-  costs  it  should  be  of  interest  to  the 
citizens  to  know  that  this  department  has  always  endeavored  to  stay 
within  its  appropriation  and  maintain  a  good  department  at  a  mini- 
mum cost  to  the  town.

You  will  note  from  the  above  figures  that  for  the  past  two  years 
this  department  has  made  every  effort  to  operate  at  a  savings  to  the 
taxpayer.

Porter's  Court  having  been  accepted  by  the  Town  Meeting,  this 
street  was  surfaced  and  a  n^ew  sidewalk  erected. 

King's  Beach  Terrace  having  been  accepted  for  a  distance  of 
435  feet,  a  new  surface  water  drain  was  laid  and  the  street  recon- 
structed and  new  sidewalks  were  erected. 

A  surface  water  drain  was  also  constructed  on  Hawthorne  Road, 
the  street  reconstructed,  and  a  new  sidewalk  erected.

Under  the  provisions  of  Chapter  90  of  the  General  Laws  by 
virtue  of  which  the  cost  of  certain  highway  improvements  is  shared 
by  the  town  and  Commonwealth  equally  —  Humphrey  Street  from  the 
Marblehead  line  to  the  junction  of  Puritan  Road  and  Atlantic  Avenue 
was  resurfaced.  Also  Atlantic  Avenue  from  the  Marblehead  line  to 
North  Stone  Road. 

GENERAL  MAINTENANCE 

Following  the  practice  of  the  department,  every  catch  basin  in 
town,  all  streets,  and  sidewalks  were  cleaned  during  the  year. 

During  the  summer  months  Fisherman's  Beach,  Whales  Beach, 
and  Preston  Beach  are  cleaned  every  working  day. 

In  the  fall  months  the  department  is  kept  busy  cleaning  up 
leaves  from  the  trees.  By  doing  this  work  it  prevents  the  surface 
water  drains  from  blocking  up. 

The  members  of  this  department  regret  the  passing  of  Martin 
Mastromarino  and  Edward  B.  Roberts,  Jr.,  two  retired  employes  who 
had  given  many  years  of  service  to  the  town. 

Again,  I  wish  to  recommend  that  serious  consideration  be  given 
to  the  reconstruction  of  Puritan  Road.  This  is  a  large  project  and 
should  be  done  by  contract  under  a  bond  issue. 

This  department  as  always  is  willing  at  all  times  to  cooperate 
with  all  departments  with  its  men  and  equipment. 

We  are  also  ready  to  lend  any  assistance  on  behalf  of  Civil 
Defense  in  protecting  the  home  front. 

In  closing  I  wish  to  express  my  appreciation  to  those  departments 
who  have  cooperated  with  me  during  the  year.

It  has  come  to  the  attention  of  this  office  that  there  are  many 
veterans  in  the  town  who  are  not  aware  of  the  services  that  are 
available  to  them  and  their  dependents  through  this  department. 
It  is  suggested  that  all  veterans  note  the  various  services  rendered 
during-  the  last  year  under  the  heading  of  ''SUMMARY",  below.  If 
any  person  desires  information  relating  to  service  or  veteran  matters 
they  are  requested  to  contact  this  office. 

Office  hours  are  nine  to  noon  Monday  through  Friday.  Appoint- 
ments for  other  times  may  be  made  by  telephoning  LYnn  3-4313, 
anytime. 

Shortly  after  the  close  of  World  War  II,  the  town  offered  to 
photostat  all  discharges  that  were  brought  in  for  that  purpose.  Sev- 
eral hundred  copies  were  made  and  the  negatives  were  placed  in 
storage.  A  metal  filing  cabinet  has  been  purchased,  the  negatives 
taken  from  storage  and  filed.  If  a  veteran  loses  his  original  discharge, 
and  it  was  photostated  by  the  town,  it  is  possible  that  the  negative 
is  in  the  files  from  which  additional  copies  may  be  made.  It  is  strongly 
urged  that  all  veterans  who  have  not  had  their  discharge  photostated 
by  this  office,  do  so  without  delay.  There  is  no  charge  to  the  veteran 
for  any  of  the  services  performed  by  this  department.

To  the  Citizens  of  Swampscott: 

The  Bureau  of  Old  Age  Assistance  submits  herewith,  it's  report 
for  the  year  1950. 

During-  the  past  year,  the  case  load  in  this  department  has  been 
comparatively  steady.  The  major  change  was  caused  by  the  increase 
in  Social  Security  benefits  which  became  effective  on  October  1,  1950. 
This  change  caused  a  decrease  of  approximately  $500.00  in  our 
monthly  expenditures  for  assistance. 

The  present  law^  requires  a  semi-annual  check  by  the  Division 
of  the  Necessaries  of  Life  to  determine  the  overall  change  in  tha 
cost  of  living  and  should  this  change  be  more  than  5  percent,  the 
increase  or  decrease  must  be  applied  to  all  assistance  payments.  lb 
is  our  understanding  that  the  increase  in  the  cost  of  living  during  the 
first  half  of  1950,  was  determined  to  be  just  short  of  5  percent,  but 
we  anticipate  a  general  increase  in  all  budgets  shortly,  to  cover  the 
increased  cost  of  living  during  the  latter  part  of  1950. 

At  the  recent  State  Election,  the  voters  of  Massachusetts  ap- 
proved the  referendum  liberalizing  Old  Age  Assistance  and  this  law 
is  due  to  go  into  effect  on  June  1,  1951.  The  principal  changes  pro- 
vided by  this  law  are,  a  minimum  payment  of  $75.00  monthly,  a 
change  in  the  eligible  age  from  65  to  63  years,  the  inclusion  of  aliens 
in  the  program  for  the  first  time  and  does  away  with  the  responsi- 
bility of  children  to  support  their  parents.  Based  upon  our  present 
case  load,  this  law  would  add  $20,000.00  per  year  to  our  expenditures 
by  the  establishment  of  the  $75.00  minimum  payment  alone.  Added 
to  this,  would  be  the  addition  to  our  rolls  of  many  elderly  persons 
now  being  cared  for  by  their  children,  aliens  of  63  years  or  more 
and  others  63  or  64  years  of  age,  who  were  not  eligible  before.  It 
is  conceivable  that  in  our  Town  there  could  be  between  50  and  75 
elderly  people  now  being  cared  for  by  their  children,  who  would 
automatically  become  eligible  to  receive  the  minimum  monthly  grant 
of  $75.00.  This  last  item  alone  could  cause  an  annual  outlay  of  from 
$45,000.00  to  $65,000.00  per  year.  Although  the  law  states  that  the 
added  expense  of  the  new  law  shall  be  reimbursed  by  the  State,  the 
Town  would  have  to  supply  the  money  to  effect  these  changes  and 
would  receive  their  reimbursements  some  months  later.  State  reim- 
bursements at  the  present  time,  are  some  six  months  in  arrears  as 
compared  to  three  months  for  Federal  reimbursements. 

However,  inasmuch  as  there  are  no  Federal  funds  available  to 
help  carry  out  this  law,  we  feel  that  some  group  (probably  non- 
political)  will  see  to  it  that  the  law  will  not  go  into  effect  on  June 
1st  in  anything  like  its  present  form. 

We  again  wish  to  express  our  appreciation  of  the  splendid  co- 
operation we  have  received  from  the  Swampscott  Community  Service, 
Inc.,  to  Miss  Sylvia  Chesley,  the  Visiting  Nurse  and  her  assistant 
Mrs.  Lois  Smith  who  made  a  total  of  889  visits  during  1950  to  re- 
cipients in  all  categories  of  assistance  and  to  Chief  Francis  P.  Wall 
and  the  members  of  his  department,  for  their  usual  prompt  and 
considerate  service  in  moving  patients  to  and  from  Hospitals,  Con- 
valescent Homes  and  State  Institutions.

Submitted  herewith  is  the  annual  report  of  ser\ices  rendered 
by  the  Engineering  Department  during  the  calendar  year  ending 
December  31,  1950. 

SELECTMEN'S  DEPARTMENT 

At  the  request  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  layout  plans  were 
made  for  the  acceptance  of  the  following  streets:  Blodgett  Avenue, 
Bates  Road,  Cardillo  Terrace,  Reid  Terrace,  Commonwealth  Avenue 
and  Terrace,  Porter's  Court. 

Estimates  for  1950  Sidewalk  Program. 

Plan  showing  the  voting  precincts  of  the  town. 

Estimating  and  supervising  the  ledge  removal  on  Humphrey 
Street. 

Estimating  cost  of  pointing  the  wall  at  rear  of  the  Central 
Fire  House. 

Plan  of  a  portion  of  Puritan  Road  for  moving  a  house. 

Estimate  of  cost  to  resurface  Essex  Street  from  Burpee  Road 
to  Salem  line;  and  Humphrey  Street  widening  for  Chapter  90. 

SANITARY  SEWERS 

New  sanitary  sewers  were  constructed  in  Dukes  Street,  Brown 
Road,  Pleasant  Street,  Sherwood  Road,  Pine  Hill  Road,  Walnut  Road, 
Forest  Avenue,  Muriel  Road,  Mountwood  Road,  Sumner  Street,  Den- 
nison  Avenue  and  Salem  Street. 

The  above  mentioned  main  sanitary  sewers  will  add  about  one 
mile  to  our  present  system. 

Lines  and  grades  were  given  for  cleaning  Hawthorne  Brook 
for  a  distance  of  about  500  lin.  ft.  north  of  Humphrey  Street. 

The  Engineering  services  required  by  the  Sewer  Department 
included  preliminary  surveys,  completion  of  preliminary  plans,  esti- 
mate of  quantities,  and  cost  of  construction,  preparation  of  specifi- 
cations, designation  of  lines  and  grades  in  the  field,  supervision  of 
construction,  preparation  of  final  plans,  computation  of  final  quan- 
tities and  cost,  computations  for  assessments.  Record  plans  and  de- 
scription of  necessary  easements  for  these  sewers  were  completed. 

BOARD  OF  HEALTH 

At  the  request  of  the  Health  Officer  we  have  assisted  him  at 
various  times  in  locating  cesspools  and  inspecting  septic  tanks  in 
areas  where  there  are  no  sanitary  sewers. 

Estimates  were  also  made  for  fencing  in  proposed  Dumping 
Areas. 

ASSESSORS'  DEPARTMENT 

As  real  estate  transfers  and  land  development  plans  became 
available,  corrections  were  made  on  all  plans  of  the  assessors*  de- 
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partment  and  said  plans  are  up  to  date  as  of  December  31,  1950. 
This  work  included  a  study  of  over  three  hundred  and  seventy-two 
abstracts  and  several  land  development  plans  and  Land  Court  Plans. 

PARK  DEPARTMENT 

Lines  and  grades,  upon  request  of  the  Park  Department,  were 
given  for  three  baseball  fields,  a  parking  area,  a  basketball  court,  and 
design  and  layout  of  a  sprinkler  system  at  Phillips  Park;  a  basketball 
court  at  Abbott  Park  and  the  same  at  Jackson  Park  plus  a  new 
Hockey  Rink.  The  Master  Plan  of  Phillips  Park  was  brought  up  to 
date  showing  all  the  new  play  areas.  A  new  play  area  was  staked 
out  on  Windsor  Avenue. 

POLICE  DEPARTMENT 

Two  traffic  studies  have  been  requested  by  the  Police  Depart- 
ment and  these  plans  will  be  made  in  1951.  When  these  plans  are 
completed  they  are  presented  to  the  State  Department  of  Public 
Safety  for  study  and  recommendation  regarding  traffic  signals. 

HIGHWAY  DEPARTMENT 

The  Engineering  services  required  by  the  Highway  Department 
included  preliminary  surveys,  completion  of  preliminary  plans,  esti- 
mate of  quantities  and  cost  of  construction,  the  designation  of  lines 
and  grades  in  the  field,  as  follows: 

King's  Beach  Terrace  and  Porter's  Court,  a  new  surface  on  the 
entire  streets. 

Sidewalks  and  Curbing,  Humphrey  Street,  Morton  Road,  Erie 
Street,  Atlantic  Avenue,  Bradlee  Avenue,  Phillips  Avenue,  Nason 
Road,  Huron  Street,  Burpee  Road,  Magnolia  Road,  Forest  Avenue, 
and  Lexington  Circle.  Surveys  for  lines  at  No.  38  Hawthorne  Road, 
No.  835  Humphrey  Street  and  Francis  Road  corner  of  Morton  Road. 

STREET  LINE  SURVEYS 

At  the  request  of  citizens  concerned,  six  surveys  were  made  for 
the  purpose  of  locating  street  lines  as  established  by  the  town  plans 
on  Pleasant  Street,  Redington  Street,  King  Street,  Atlantic  Avenue 
corner  of  Bradlee  Avenue,  Beach  Bluff  Avenue,  Bradlee  Avenue  near 
Phillips  Avenue,  and  Sherwood  Road.  This  work  in  some  cases  in- 
cluded the  study  of  private  deeds  and  visits  to  the  Essex  Registry  of 
Deeds  in  Salem  to  straighten  out  errors  found  in  old  plans  and  deeds. 

WATER  DEPARTMENT 

The  Water  Department  has  had  the  largest  program  in  the  past 
year  of  any  year  since  the  establishment  of  said  department. 

The  Engineering  services  required  by  the  Water  Department  in- 
cluded preliminary  surveys,  preliminary  plans,  estimates  of  ledge 
excavation,  final  location  surveys  and  plans.  Water  pipe  location  plans 
were  made  for  the  following  streets:  Alden  Road,  550  lin.  f t.  ; 
Blodgett  Avenue,  571  lin.  ft.;  Charlotte  Road,  145  lin.  ft.;  Cliff 
Road,  285  lin.  ft.;  Dale  Street,  328  lin.  ft;  Dukes  Street,  90  lin.  ft.; 
Foster  Road,  159  lin.  ft.;  Laurel  Road,  603  lin.  ft.;  Lewis  Road,  229 
lin.  ft.;  Linden  Avenue,  629  lin.  ft.;  Loring  Avenue,  248  lin.  ft.; 
connection  with  the  City  of  Salem,  MacArthur  Circle,  122  lin.  ft.; 
Muriel  Road,  447  lin.  ft.;  Nantucket  Avenue,  39  lin.  ft.;  Nason  Road, 
130  lin.  ft.;  Phillips  Beach  Avenue,  88  lin.  ft;  Pine  Hill  Road,  132 
lin.  ft.;  Shepard  Avenue,  258  lin.  ft;  Sherwood  Road,  77  lin.  ft; 
Stanley  Road,  298  lin.  ft.;  Swampscott  Avenue,  292  lin.  ft;  Tid 
Street,  320  lin.  ft;  Worcester  Avenue,  180  lin.  ft.;  Young  Avenue, 
603  lin.  ft;  and  relocation  of  460  lin.  ft.  on  Mountwood  Road. 
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The  total  of  mains  laid  for  1950  being  7283  lin.  ft.  or  1.38  miles, 

The  following  new  roads  were  checked  for  line  and  grade,  and 
compared  with  the  planning  board  plans,  and  a  letter  sent  to  the 
Water  and  Sewerage  Board  as  to  the  findings  on  the  same:  Nason 
Road  extension,  Laurel  Road,  Alden  Road,  Swampscott  Avenue, 
Stanley  Road,  Pine  Hill  Road,  Linden  Avenue  extension,  Walnut 
Road,  Young  Avenue,  and  Lewis  Road. 

SCHOOL  DEPARTMENT 

At  the  request  of  the  Superintendent  of  Schools  an  estimate  of 
the  cost  of  resurfacing  the  parking  area  at  the  High  School  was  made. 

The  committee  on  new  schools  made  several  requests  for  plans 
of  different  lots  to  be  studied  as  possible  school  sites,  and  they  are 
listed  as  follows:  Plans  and  descriptions  of  the  Chick  property  ad- 
jacent to  the  Hadley  School,  Phillips  Park  area,  Tedesco  Club  area, 
land  between  Walker  Road  and  Paradise  Road  opposite  Franklin 
Avenue,  and  Rowe  Farm.  At  the  Clarke  School  a  contour  survey  was 
made  of  the  entire  location  beginning  June  12,  1950  and  finished 
plans  were  submitted  to  the  Committee  on  new  schools  July  20,  1950. 

TOWN  COUNSEL 

Surveys  and  computations  were  made  for  land  takings  at  the 
Clarke  School  and  a  plan  and  description  for  recording  the  same. 
Another  description  was  given  for  land  takings  for  a  new  road  from 
Plymouth  Avenue  to  the  standpipe  location  as  voted  at  the  annual 
town  meeting. 

Engineering  advice  has  been  given  the  Town  Counsel  from 
time  to  time  regarding  Zoning  and  Planning  Board  Plans. 

BOARD  OF  APPEALS 

The  Engineering  Department  was  called  into  the  Court  Case 
of  Forbes  vs.  Town  of  Swampscott  to  testify  as  to  the  widths  of 
streets  in  the  vicinity  of  Marshall  and  Humphrey  Streets. 

BUILDING  INSPECTOR 

The  Building  Inspector  made  one  request  for  the  location  of  a 
building  at  No.  161  Bradlee  Avenue. 


In  addition  to  the  work  requested  by  the  several  departments, 
estimates  for  Chapter  90  work  were  made,  and  Humphrey  Street 
was  resurfaced  from  the  Lynn  line  to  the  Fish  House.  Surveys  were 
made  and  stone  bounds  set  on  Blodgett  Avenue,  Alden  Road  and 
Forest  Avenue. 

Many  requests  have  been  made  for  town  maps  by  citizens  of 
the  town,  business  houses,  boy  scouts,  girl  scouts  and  many  otihers. 
Over  five  hundred  maps  have  been  given  out  this  year.  The  Master 
Plan  will  be  brought  up  to  date  again  in  1951  and  new  maps  ordered. 

PERSONNEL  AND  EQUIPMENT 

This  department  functioned  with  a  Chief  Engineer,  Assistant 
Engineer,  Transitman  and  Rodman-Inspector. 

The  department  is  in  need  of  more  personnel  and  equipment  if 
it  is  to  function  as  in  the  past,  due  to  the  increased  areas  being  de- 
veloped and  the  need  for  reconnaissance  surveys  for  sanitary  sewers, 
drains  and  water  mains,  we  find  that  the  work  required  for  1950 
has  not  been  completed  and  cannot  be  completed  without  additional 
help. 
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The  department  is  still  in  need  of  more  steel  filing  cabinets,  a 
new  transit,  two  new  levelling  rods,  steel  tapes  and  field  equipment. 
This  equipment  should  be  purchased  in  1951. 

In  closing-,  I  wish  to  thank  all  the  different  departments  for 
their  cooperation  during  the  past  year,  without  which  we  could  not 
have  accomplished  the  large  program  we  have  had  this  year.

FIRST  ANNUAL  REPORT 

To  the  Citizens  of  Swampscott: 

The  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  Swampscott  World  War  II  Mem- 
orial Fund  submits  this,  its  first  annual  report.  The  principal  respon- 
sibility of  the  Trustees,  which  has  been  accomplished,  was  to  organize 
all  matters  so  that  the  objective  of  the  Memorial  which  is  to  award 
scholarships,  will  be  realized  in  June  1951  and  thereafter. 

It  was  necessary  to  secure  a  special  Act  of  the  Legislature  to 
establish  this  Memorial  Fund  and  it  seems  not  only  desirable  but 
necessary  to  quote  the  Act  in  its  entirety.  The  Act  follows : 

''Chapter  119,  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts  .  .  In  the  Year 
One  Thouand  Nine  Hundred  and  Forty-nine  AN  ACT  authorizing 
the  Town  of  Swampscott  to  Provide  a  Scholarship  Fund  for  Grad- 
uattes  of  the  High  School  of  said  Town. 

"Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  in 
General  Court  assembled,  and  by  the  authority  of  the  same,  as  fol- 
lows: SECTION  1.  The  town  of  Swampscott  is  hereby  authorized  to 
raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  ten  thousand  dollars  to  provide  a 
scholarship  fund  the  income  of  which  may  be  used  for  higher  edu- 
cation of  graduates  of  the  high  school  of  said  town  living  therein, 
and  said  fund  shall  be  dedicated  as  a  memorial  to  veterans  of  World 
War  IL  SECTION  2.  Said  town  is  hereby  further  authorized  to 
provide,  by  vote  of  the  town,  for  the  election  by  the  voters  of  the 
appointment  by  its  selectmen  of  a  board  of  trustees,  consisting  of 
such  number  of  members  as  the  town  shall  by  vote  determine,  to 
administer  said  fund,  which  shall  be  held  in  the  custody  of  the  town 
treasurer,  together  with  any  contributions  thereto  from  private 
,  sources,  which  contributions  the  town,  or  said  trustees  in  its  behalf, 
may  from  time  to  time  receive.  The  town  by  vote  may  fix  the  terms 
of  office  of  said  trustees,  and  make  other  provisions  in  respect  to 
the  administering  of  said  fund  not  inconsistent  with  the  provisions 
of  this  act.  SECTION  3.  Action  taken  under  authority  of  this  act 
at  the  annual  town  meeting  in  the  current  year  shall  be  as  effective 
as  though  it  had  been  in  full  force  and  effect  on  the  date  of  which 
the  warrant  for  said  meeting  was  posted.  SECTION  4.  This  act  shall 
take  effect  upon  its  passage."  The  act  was  passed  in  both  houses  of 
the  Legislature  on  March  29,  1949  and  signed  by  Governor  Dever  on 
April  4,  1949. 

At  the  Adjourned  Annual  Town  Meeting,  held  on  March  28,  1950 
it  was  voted  to  approve  the  recommendation  of  the  World  War  II 
Memorial  Committee  and  establish  the  Memorial  Fund. 

On  April  24,  1950  the  Board  of  Selectmen  appointed  the 
Board  of  Trustees  consisting  of  the  following:  Clement  E.  Kennedy, 
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Philip  H.  Stafford,  Benjamin  Goldberg,  John  R.  Cooper,  David  F. 
Doherty,  Albert  F.  Pashby  and  Ernest  Manchin. 

The  first  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  was  held  on  April 

26,  1950  at  the  New  Ocean  House,  at  the  kind  invitation  of  Mr. 
Clement  E.  Kennedy,  President.  The  Board  elected  Ernest  Manchin, 
Chairman  and  Benjamin  Goldberg,  Secretary.  It  was  voted  that  the 
name  of  the  Fund  would  be,  SWAMPSCOTT  WORLD  WAR  II 
MEMORIAL  FUND. 

It  was  voted  to  request  the  Town  Treasurer,  who  is  the  cus- 
todian of  the  fund,  to  deposit  $5000  of  the  Fund  in  the  Provident 
Institution  for  Saving,  Boston,  Mass.,  and  the  other  $5000  be  de- 
posited in  the  Salem  Five  Cents  Savings  Bank,  Salem,  Mass.  These 
two  banks  were  used  because  they  were  paying  interest  at  the  rate 
of  2V2%.  Time  did  not  permit  a  thorough  study  to  find  absolutely- 
safe  investments  which  pay  higher  returns.  This  must  be  considered 
a  permanent  fund  and  the  greatest  care  must  be  taken  to  protect  its 
capital.  As  contributions  are  received  the  Trustees  may  decide  to 
purchase  good  safe  securities  which  will  pay  higher  returns. 

At  subsequent  meetings  the  following  was  accomplished. 

The  Board  of  Trustees  accepted  witih  thanks  a  leather  bound 
book  donated  by  Mr.  Benjamin  Goldberg.  The  book  will  contain 
the  Secretary's  reports.  On  the  front  cover  inscribed  in  gold  lettering 
is  the  name  of  the  Memorial  Fund.  On  the  back  cover  is  inscribed  the 
source  of  the  inspiration  for  the  Memorial,  "It  is  for  us  the  living, 
rather  to  be  dedicated  here  to  the  unfinished  work  —  Lincoln". 

An  Agreement  of  Trust  was  drafted  by  a  sub-committee,  headed 
by  Albert  F.  Pashby,  and  was  adopted  by  the  Board.  The  Agreement 
of  Trust  follows : 

SWAMPSCOTT  WORLD  WAR  II  MEMORIAL  FUND, 
AGREEMENT  OF  TRUST 

''Whereas  the  Town  of  Swampscott,  as  an  enduring  expression 
of  gratitude  to  those  of  her  sons  and  daughters  who  served  in  the 
defense  of  the  Republic  during  World  War  II,  at  the  Adjourned 
Annual  Town  Meeting  held  on  March  28,  1950  and  acting  by  and 
through  its  town  meeting  members  voted  as  follows:  'Voted  Article 

27.  That  the  town  raise  and  aopropriate  the  sum  of  ten  thousand 
dollars  ($10,000)  for  a  Scholarship  Fund  as  a  Memorial  to  the  Vet- 
erans of  World  War  II  under  the  provisions  of  Chapter  119  of  the 
Acts  of  1949  and  establish  a  Board  of  Trustees  to  be  appointed  by 
the  Selectmen  to  administer  said  fund  and  establish  rules  and  regu- 
lations covering  the  awarding  of  scholarships  from  the  income  of 
said  fund.  Unanimous.';  and 

"Whereas  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  pursuant  to  said  vote,  have 
appointed  a  Board  of  Trustees  consisting  of  the  following:  John  R. 
Cooper,  David  F.  Doherty,  Benjamin  Goldberg,  Clement  E.  Kennedy, 
Ernest  Manchin,  Albert  F.  Pashby,  and  Philip  H.  Stafford; 

**NOW,  THEREFORE,  it  is  agreed  as  follows:  the  ti-ust  fund 
shall  be  held,  managed,  invested  and  reinvested  by  the  trustees  afore- 
said, and  by  their  successors,  IN  TRUST  FOREVER,  and  the  net 
income  therefrom  shall  be  accumulated  and  held  and  paid  from  time 
to  time  to  that  person  or  to  those  persons,  who  shall  from  time  to  time 
hereafter  be  awarded  the  SWAMPSCOTT  WORLD  WAR  II  MEM- 
ORIAL SCHOLARSHIP. 
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*'Ha\ing  performed  their  duties  in  accordance  with  the  statutes 
of  the  Commonwealth  and  the  decisions  of  its  Supreme  Judicial  Court 
from  time  to  time  prevailing:  in  relation  to  performance  of  said 
duties  by  trustees  within  said  Commonwealth,  the  trustees  hereunder 
shall  have  no  further  liabilitA',  nor  shall  any  one  or  more  of  said 
trustees  ever  be  liable  for  involuntary  losses,  or,  if  acting  in  good 
faith,  for  mistakes  of  judgment,  or  for  the  act  of  default  of  another. 

"No  trustee  hereunder  shall  ever  be  required  to  furnish  bond  or 
sureties;  nor  receive  any  compensation  for  services  hereunder. 

"The  Treasurer  of  the  Town  of  Swampscott  shall  be  the  custodian 
of  the  trust  fund. 

"The  trustees  shall  be  seven  (7)  in  number,  may  act  by  a  ma- 
jority and  may  be  of  either  sex.  All  trustees  shall  be  residents  of  the 
Town  of  Swampscott.  Of  those  trustees  originally  appointed,  as  here- 
inbefore designated,  two  shall  ser^'e  for  the  term  of  one  year  from 
September  1,  1950.  two  for  the  term  of  two  years  from  that  date, 
and  three  for  the  term  of  three  years  from  that  date.  Thereafter,  as 
the  term  of  any  trustee  expires  his  successor  shall  be  appointed  for 
the  term  of  three  years. 

"The  trustees  shall  annually,  in  the  month  of  September  meet  for 
the  purpose  of  electing  a  chairman  and  a  secretary  from  among  their 
number,  who  shall  serve  until  the  election  of  their  successors  at  the 
next  annual  meeting,  and  for  the  purpose  of  transacting  whatever 
other  business  may  properly  come  before  the  meeting. 

"A  trustee  may  resign  office  hereunder  by  a  writing  signed  and 
delivered  to  the  Board  of  Selectmen  of  the  Town  of  Swampscott.  If. 
because  of  death,  resignation,  termination  of  said  residence  or  for 
any  other  reason  a  vacancy  shall  occur  in  the  office  of  trustee  prior 
to  the  normal  expiration  of  his  term  as  above  pro\'ided,  appointment 
of  a  successor  trustee  to  sel•^'e  until  such  expiration  of  term  shall  be 
made  in  wTiting  by  the  said  Board  of  Selectmen ;  and  each  successor 
trustee  so  appointed,  and  each  successor  trustee  appointed  by  the  said 
Board  of  Selectmen  upon  the  normal  expiration  of  any  term  of  office, 
as  hereinbefore  pro\ided,  shall  become  and  be  a  co-trustee  hereunder 
upon  wi'itten  acceptance  of  said  office. 

"The  trustees  shall  make  an  accounting,  in  each  calendar  year,  of 
their  doings  as  trustees  hereunder  for  the  preceding  calendar  year, 
and  this  accounting  shall  be  delivered  to  the  Board  of  Selectmen  not 
less  than  forty-five  (45)  days  before  the  Annual  Town  Meeting  held 
in  the  year  in  which  said  accounting  is  delivered. 

"The  trustees  are  authorized  and  empowered  to  accept,  or  re- 
ject, and  if  they  accept,  to  hold  in  trust  hereunder  as  a  part  of  the 
trust  fund,  any  property  which  may  hereafter  be  contributed  to  this 
trust  fund  from  any  source,  public  or  private. 

"The  award  of  scholarships  hereunder  shall  be  made  by  the 
Scholarship  Committee  appointed  and  acting  under  the  Statement 
of  Qualifications  and  Procedure  of  even  date  hereto  attached  and 
hereby  adopted,  and  as  the  same  may  from  time  to  time  be  amended 
by  the  said  trustees. 

"This  agreement  of  Trust  may  at  any  time  be  altered,  amended, 
or  revoked  by  an  instrument  in  ^^1'iting  adopted  and  signed  by  a 
majority  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen  and  a  majority  of  the  Board  of 
Trustees  which  shall  be  attached  hereto  and  become  a  part  hereof. 

"IN  WITNESS  WHEREOF  the  said  Board  of  Selectmen  of  the 
Town  of  Swampscott,  and  the  above-listed  originally  appointed  Board 
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of  Trustees,  have  hereunto  set  their  hands  and  seal  as  of  the  28th 
day  of  December  1950." 

Philip  H.  Stafford  was  chairman  of  a  subcommittee  which  drafted 
the  Statement  of  Qualifications  and  Procedure  for  the  Memorial. 
Mr.  James  H.  Dunn,  principal  of  the  High  School  was  asked  for  advice 
and  his  recommendations  were  included.  The  Statement  follows: 

"SWAMPSCOTT  WORLD  WAR  II  MEMORIAL  FUND, 
STATEMENT  OF  QUALIFICATIONS  AND  PROCEDURE 

''The  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  Swampscott  World  War  II  Mem- 
orial Fund  hereby  prescribe  the  following  qualifications  and  proce- 
dure with  regard  to  the  award  of  scholarships  to  be  granted  under 
authority  of  the  vote  on  Article  27  of  the  Adjourned  Annual  Town 
Meeting  held  on  March  28,  1950: 

"1.  Each  Scholarship  is  to  be  awarded  to  a  graduate  of  Swamp- 
scott High  School  who  resides  in  the  Town  of  Swampscott,  with 
preference  being  given  to  those  graduates  who  have  resided  in  said 
Town  for  at  least  three  years  prior  to  such  graduation,  said  award 
to  be  made  to  a  member  of  the  Senior  Class  in  the  year  of  his  or 
her  graduation. 

*'2.  If  in  any  year  it  is  found  that  no  graduate  is  qualified  for 
award  of  the  scholarship,  the  award  may  be  omitted  for  that  year.  If 
the  winner  of  a  scholarship  award  should  be  prevented  from  using 
it  because  of  illness,  it  may,  at  the  discretion  of  the  committee,  be 
deferred  for  one  year;  or  if  called  into  the  armed  service,  it  may 
be  deferred  until  the  recipient  is  out  of  the  service.  Payment  is  to 
be  made  to  the  bursar  of  the  school  or  college  entered. 

**3.  The  Basis  for  the  award  of  the  scholarships  shall  be  the 
scholastic  record,  character  and  personality  of  each  candidate.  School 
citizenship  and  extra  curricular  activity  participated  in  shall  also 
be  taken  into  account. 

"4.  Presentation  of  the  award  shall  be  made  at  a  time  and  place 
and  in  a  manner  which  will  serve  as  a  fitting  expression  of  gratitude 
to  those  who  served  in  defense  of  the  Republic  during  the  course  of 
World  War  II. 

"5.  Award  of  the  scholarships  shall  be  made  only  to  those  grad- 
uates who  will  pursue  a  course  of  study  leading  to  a  Bachelor's  degree 
at  a  school  or  college  which  is  a  member  of,  or  approved  by  the  Asso- 
ciation of  American  Universities  or  the  American  Association  of 
Teachers  Colleges. 

**6.  The  determination  of  awards  shall  be  made  by  a  Scholarship 
Committee  to  consist  of  a  member  of  the  School  Committee  of  the 
Town  of  Swampscott,  the  Principal  of  Swampscott  High  School,  and 
a  member  of  the  aforesaid  Board  of  Trustees,  the  committee  to 
select  its  own  chairman. 

"Witness  the  hands  and  seals  of  the  said  Board  of  Trustees  as 
of  this  28th  day  of  December  1950." 

At  the  December  6,  1950  meeting  of  the  Board  it  was  voted  to 
request  the  Town  Counsel  to  proceed  to  have  Chapter  119  of  the 
Acts  of  1949  amended  so  that  SECTION  1  will  read  *'The  town  of 
Swampscotit  is  hereby  authorized  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum 
of  ten  thousand  dollars  to  provide  a  scholarship  fund  the  income  of 
which  may  be  used  for  the  higher  education  of  high  school  graduates 
residing  in  said  town,  and  said  fund  shall  be  dedicated  as  a  memorial 
to  veterans  of  World  War  II." 
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The  Board  accepted  with  thanks  the  following  contributions  tx> 
the  principal  of  the  Fund.  Ernest  Manchin  $20.00,  Benjamin  Goldberg 
$20.00,  Joseph  L.  Stevens  Post  1240  Veterans  of  Foreign  Wars 
$50.00,  Leon  E.  Abbott  Post  57  American  Legion  $50.00. 

The  amount  now  in  the  Memorial  Fund  is  $10,140.00  plus 
interest. 

A  request  for  a  ruling  has  been  made  to  the  U.  S.  Treasury  De- 
partment, Office  of  the  Collector  of  Internal  Revenue  to  determine  for 
a  certainty  that  contributions  made  to  this  Fund  may  be  deducted 
when  making  Income  Tax  returns. 

This  Fund  was  created  to  offer  some  aid  to  needy  students  in 
securing  education  which  is  considered  the  foundation  of  our  dem- 
ocracy. Although  the  benefits  from  this  Fund  are  small  for  the 
present,  it  is  hoped  that  those  who  receive  assistance  from  it,  will  be 
inspired  to  be  better  citizens,  and  assume  the  responsibilities  as  well 
as  enjoy  the  privileges  of  our  "government  of  the  people,  by  the 
people,  for  the  people."  It  is  further  hoped  that  those  who  receive 
benefit  from  this  Fund  will,  to  the  best  of  their  ability  contribute  in 
any  manner  possible  in  advancing  the  real  purpose  of  this  Memorial 
to  attain  and  to  preserve  honorable  world  peace.

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Department  of  Civil  Defense 

The  town's  participation  in  the  State  Civil  Defense  program  got 
under  way  early  in  September  1950  with  the  adoption  of  civil  defense 
by-laws  under  the  provisions  of  Chapter  639  of  the  Acts  of  1950. 
This  was  followed  on  October  1,  1950  by  the  appointment  of  a  full- 
time  Director  under  whose  supervision  and  guidance  a  local  civil 
defense  program  has  been  evolved. 

Warfare  is  no  longer  a  matter  involving  only  military  establish- 
ments and  personnel.  It  deeply  concerns  each  and  everyone  of  us  and, 
for  the  first  time  in  history,  we  are  subject  to  a  devastating  attack  by 
an  unfriendly  nation  against  which  there  can  be  no  complete  de- 
fense. Atomic  warfare,  to  which  has  now  been  added  the  threat  of 
the  hydrogen  bomb  and  bacteriological  warfare,  makes  it  clear  that 
if  we  do  have  another  war,  we  must  be  prepared  to  safeguard  as  far 
as  possible  our  civilian  population.  Upon  us  depends  the  continued 
maintenance  of  our  morale,  our  war  production  and  the  very  exis- 
tence of  our  form  of  government. 

Local  planning  for  civil  defense  consists  of  three  stages;  the 
development  of  a  master  plan,  the  indoctrination  and  training  of 
an  executive  staff,  and  the  induction  and  training  of  volunteer  work- 
ers. At  the  present  time  we  are  entering  the  stage  of  indoctrination 
and  training  of  staff  workers.  We  will  proceed  with  the  induction 
and  training  of  volunteer  workers  as  fast  as  training  facilities  and 
personnel  are  available. 

Our  task  will  be  completed  when  all  deficiencies  in  resources 
have  been  filled,  when  an  efficient  force  of  volunteer  workers  has 
been  organized  and  trained,  and  when  the  public  understands  what 
to  do  should  an  emergency  arise. 

The  accompanying  plan  for  the  organization  of  the  Department 
of  Civil  Defense  in  the  Town  of  Swampscott  has  been  prepared  in 
accordance  with  the  provisions  of  Chapter  639,  Acts  of  1950  of  the 
Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts  together  with  subsequent  executive 
orders  and  directives  issued  by  the  State  Civil  Defense  Agency. 

It  may  be  assumed  that  Swampscott  will  be  affected  by  the  desig- 
nation of  Boston  as  a  possible  primary  target  area.  This  means  that 
while  bombs  or  other  missiles  may  not  actually  fall  within  the  limits 
of  the  town,  our  civil  defense  organization  may  be  called  upon  to 
assist  other  communities  in  the  Metropolitan  area  through  mutual 
aid  agreements.  This  will  include  the  use  of  our  fire  and  police  de- 
partments, the  mobilization  of  first  aid  and  medical  facilities,  and 
provisions  for  taking  care  of  substantial  numbers  of  evacuees  from 
bombed-out  areas. 

In  addition,  there  is  the  likelihood  that  Lynn  may  be  a  secondary 
target  area,  in  which  event  our  participation  will  be  even  greater 
and  more  essential.  Moreover,  there  is  always  the  possibility  of  a 
spill-over  from  the  main  target  objective  and  it  is  conceivable  that 
high  explosive  or  incendiary  bombs  might  fall  on  Swampscott. 

Any  emergency  intensifies  the  need  for  efficient  functioning 
of  existing  public  services  and  the  various  town  departments  must 
be  prepared  to  meet  such  a  situation.  For  this  reason,  the  civil  de- 
fense program  has  been  built  up,  insofar  as  practicable,  around  ad- 
ministrative town  officials  who  will,  in  event  of  an  emergency,  take 
over  extended  duties  as  indicated  by  the  plan,  within  their  respective 
departments. 

Personnel  and  departmental  units  of  the  existing  town  govern- 
ment will  be  prepared  to  operate,  in  event  of  a  declared  local  or 
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national  emergency,  in  accordance  with  the  organization  plan  here 
presented.  All  department  units  will  remain  intact  and  will  function 
under  the  supervision  of  their  respective  heads.  They  will  operate 
with  their  own  personnel,  mobile  equipment,  tools  and  supplies,  to- 
gether with  such  additional  personnel,  equipment  and  supplies  as  may 
be  furnished  them  as  the  situation  demands.

The  Auxiliary  Fire  Department  was  organized  January  19,  1951 
under  the  direction  of  Chief  Charles  H.  Lampard.  This  auxiliary  unit 
will  consist  of  three  companies  of  12  men  each  and  will  be  in  imme- 
diate charge  of  former  Deputy  Chief  Frank  Oulton,  assisted  by  former 
captains  Charles  L.  Stover  and  W.  B.  Snow  together  with  Daniel 
Wormwood,  Jr.  Instruction  will  be  given  by  regular  fire  department 
officers  covering  handling  of  hose  and  ladders,  location  of  fire  alarm 
boxes  and  hydrants,  operation  of  motor  equipment  and  first  aid. 
Drills  will  be  held  monthly  for  the  present,  using  spare  apparatus 
owned  by  the  department. 

The  first  meeting  of  the  Auxiliary  Police  Service  was  held  Janu- 
ary 17,  1951  under  the  supervision  of  Chief  Francis  P.  Wall  and 
Auxiliary  Police  Chief  Charles  Scanlon.  The  auxiliary  police  force 
is  made  up  for  the  most  part  of  personnel  who  served  as  auxiliary 
policemen  during  World  War  II.  Auxiliary  Police  Chief  Scanlon  will 
be  assisted  by  Eustis  Grimes,  Ralph  Day  and  Edward  K.  Hempel  as 
captains.  Instruction  will  be  given  by  officers  of  the  regular  police 
department,  and  others  in  emerg:ency  work,  traffic  control,  self  de- 
fense, patroling,  firearms,  marksmanship,  first  aid,  and  other  allied 
subjects.  Meetings  will  be  held  monthly  for  the  present  and  more 
frequently  should  conditions  so  require.  The  problem  of  handling 
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through  ti-affic  in  event  of  a  major  disaster  will  be  worked  out  in 
cooperation  with  State  authorities. 

Plans  have  been  made  for  a  control  center  and  the  location 
chosen  is  being  put  into  condition  with  all  necessary  equipment  so  that 
it  can  be  put  into  operation  within  a  moment's  notice.  It  is  expected 
that  it  vnll  be  in  operation  on  a  24-hour  basis  by  mid-19ol.  It  will  be 
equipped  with  communications  facilities  so  that  those  in  charge  can  be 
in  touch  with  all  super\isory  and  or  district  personnel  at  all  times. 
It  will,  in  time  of  emergency,  be  the  headquarters  of  the  Director  and 
all  supervisor-  personnel. 

A  sul-^-ey  is  being  made  by  the  communications  coordinators  to 
determine  the  best  method  of  utilizing  and  coordinating  existing  radio 
facilities.  In  addition  to  the  two-way  radio  facilities  of  the  Police  De- 
partment and  the  local  taxi  company,  a  two-way  radio  is  on  order  for 
the  fire  department  and.  at  the  request  of  the  State  Ci\il  Defense 
Agency,  a  receiving  set,  tuned  to  the  State  Police  frequency,  -will  be 
placed  in  the  Police  Station  for  the  sole  purpose  of  receiving  air 
raid  warnings. 

Pending  receipt  of  Federal  specifications  for  an  electronic  type 
of  sii-en  capable  of  transmitting  thi*ee  or  more  different  signals,  the 
regular  fire  alarm  whistle  will  be  used  as  an  air  raid  warning  signal. 
For  the  present,  the  alarm  will  be  used  to  indicate  imminent  attack 
and  the  subsequent  '*all  clear". 

The  "red  Alert*'  public  warning  signal  will  be  of  three  minutes 
duration  and  will  consist  of  eight  blasts  on  the  fire  alarm  whistle 
repeated  seven  times.  The  "all  clear"'  signal  will  be  a  series  of  three 
steady  one-minute  blasts  interrupted  by  a  silent  period  of  two  minutes 
each. 

The  'red  Alert"  is  the  on-the-spot  final  warning  and  requires 
immediate  compliance  with  procedures  prescribed  for  the  protection 
of  life  and  property.  When  this  warning  is  sounded,  the  public  is 
advised  by  the  United  States  Ci\il  Defense  Administration  to  act 
immediately  as  follows: 

**A11  pei"Sons  at  work  should  take  cover  or  go  to  shelters  if 
shelters  have  been  previously  designated  by  local  ci^il  defense  au- 
thorities. 'VMiere  shelters  have  not  been  publicly  designated,  people  at 
work  and  those  in  the  streets  and  vehicles  should  take  cover  in  the 
nearest  modern  building  or  in  subways  or  other  suitable  under- 
ground shelters." 

"All  persons  in  schools,  homes  or  other  dwellings  should  take 
immediate  shelter  in  designated  above-ground  safe  areas  or  in  base- 
ments below  ground  level." 

Eventually  approved  sirens  will  be  located  at  strategic  points 
so  that  all  parts  of  the  town  will  be  covered.  These  sirens  will  have 
a  distinctive  tone  totally  unlike  that  of  the  fire  alarm  or  other  whistles. 

The  Warden  Ser\'ice  is  being  organized  under  the  leadership  of 
I.  Murray  Adams  and  Robert  O'Neill,  both  of  whom  were  active  in 
this  field  of  acti\-ity  during  World  War  II.  The  town  will  be  divided 
into  eight  warden  districts  each  with  its  own  superxising  wardens  and 
such  neighborhood  wardens,  incident  officers,  and  fire  guards  as  may 
seem  necessary. 

The  Medical  and  Health  Service  is  making  necessary  plans  for 
the  medical  and  health  protection  of  all  citizens  of  the  town  as  well 
as  plans  for  the  reception  of  injured  persons  from  nearby  bombed-out 
areas.  At  least  three  first  aid  stations  adequately  equipped  and 
manned,  v^nll  be  established  and  plans  will  be  made  for  the  con- 
version of  one  of  our  hotels  for  the  reception  of  hospital  cases  should 
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one  or  both  of  the  Lynn  hospitals  have  to  be  evacuated.  Close  liaison 
is  being  maintained  with  the  State  Department  of  Health,  the  Lynn 
Civil  Defense  organization  and  the  Greater  Lynn  Red  Cross  Chapter. 

Two  first  aid  classes  have  already  been  started,  the  first  on  No- 
vember 29,  1950  with  twelve  persons  enrolled.  Of  this  group,  seven 
started  the  advanced  course  at  Red  Cross  headquarters  on  February 
7,  1951.  A  second  group  started  on  January  15,  1951  with  28  persons 
enrolled.  Other  classes  will  be  started  whenever  twenty  or  more 
persons  are  interested.  In  addition  to  personnel  in  these  classes,  there 
are  four  qualified  first  aid  instructors  residing  in  town. 

First  aid  instruction  is  being  given  to  all  High  School  pupils. 
It  will  also  be  given  to  all  regular  and  auxiliary  firemen  and  police- 
men as  soon  as  fire  and  police  instructors  have  completed  their  train- 
ing. Similar  instruction  will  be  given  all  civil  defense  workers  in  other 
divisions  as  soon  as  training  facilities  are  available. 

Plans  are  being  formulated  for  the  possible  evacuation  of  persons 
to  safe  areas.  This  seems  an  unlikely  contingency  but  one  for  which 
at  least  proper  procedures  should  be  worked  outu  Demolition  and 
rescue  work  will  be  in  charge  of  Superintendent  Frederick  C.  Burk 
of  the  Park  Department  whose  crews  will  work  as  a  rescue  squad 
using  equipment  owned  by  the  department. 

A  survey  of  shelter  areas  for  school  children  is  being  made  by  the 
Director  and  Building  Inspector  Raymond  0.  Doane.  Instructions  and 
drills  will  be  given  all  teachers  and  children  so  that  they  will  know 
where  to  go  and  what  to  do  should  an  emergency  arise  during  school 
hours. 

The  task  of  maintaining  highways  in  condition  to  handle  emer- 
gency traffic  will  be  the  responsibility  of  Supt.  T.  J.  Ryan  and  his 
regular  department  personnel. 

A  Public  Utilities  Division  has  been  set  up  to  coordinate  the 
activities  of  the  Water  and  Sewage  Board,  the  Lynn  Gas  &  Electric 
Company  and  the  New  England  Telephone  and  Telegraph  Company. 
Each  of  these  groups  will  be  headed  by  its  own  representative  whose 
task  will  be  to  keep  his  services  in  operation.  A  study  will  be  made 
in  cooperation  with  the  Medical  and  Health  Services,  of  emergency 
portable  water  supplies  within  the  town  and  plans  will  be  made  for 
obtaining  water  from  static  supplies,  and  from  other  communities 
should  an  emergency  arise. 

The  Division  of  Civilian  War  Aid  has  been  set  up  to  assist  the 
needy  of  our  town  or  evacuees  from  other  communities  in  obtaining 
food,  clothing  and  shelter.  This  division  will  work  in  close  cooperation 
with  the  Disaster  Committee  of  the  Greater  Lynn  Red  Cross  Chapter 
and  State  Welfare  authorities.  All  buildings  having  suitable  facilities 
for  temporary  housing  of  evacuees  will  be  surveyed  and  listed.  Plans 
for  registration  and  administrative  supervision  of  evacuees  are  being 
formulated. 

The  Administrative  Division  has  been  organized  to  take  care 
of  overall  personnel  requirements,  the  maintenance  of  records,  and 
the  storage  and  distribution  of  supplies  and  equipment. 

The  Special  Weapons  Defense  Division  will  take  measures  to 
counteract  the  effects  of  gas  warfare  and  to  treat  people  and  cloth- 
ing who  have  been  subjected  to  gas.  This  division  will  also  be  re- 
sponsible for  the  proper  handling  of  unexploded  bombs  or  missiles, 
ir.  wdl,  m  c'^ operation  with  the  Medical  and  Health  Services,  organize 
and  supervise  one  or  more  radiological  monitoring  teams. 

Training  of  volunteer  personnel  in  the  various  phases  of  civil 
defense  will  be  under  the  supervision  of  Principal  Keith  Jordan  of 
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the  Hadley  School.  Instructors  will  be  drawn  from  the  faculties  of  the 
several  schools  and  from  other  qualified  individuals  who  are  willing 
to  give  of  their  time  and  effort. 

Three  school  teachers  have  been  indoctrinated  in  the  effects  of 
atomic  weapons  and  are  prepared  to  instruct  high  school  and  junior 
high  school  pupils  at  such  time  as  a  program  for  such  instruction 
is  developed  by  school  authorities  and  the  parent-teacher  groups. 
This  instruction  will  be  followed  by  the  distribution  to  all  homes  of 
the  pamphlet  '^Protection  from  the  Atomic  Bomb"  prepared  by  the 
State  Civil  Defense  Agency.  A  public  meeting  for  adults  at  which 
motion  pictures  and  a  talk  on  the  A-bomb  will  be  given,  will  supple- 
ment the  school  program. 

The  coordinator  for  public  relations  and  his  assistants  have  been 
active  in  keeping  our  activities  before  the  general  public  by  means 
of  the  three  local  newspapers.  We  are  grateful  to  the  reporters  and 
editors  of  these  newspapers  for  their  accuracy  of  reporting  and  for 
the  space  they  have  given  us.  We  look  forward  to  their  continued 
cooperation. 

We  have  been  advised  by  both  the  State  Civil  Defense  Agency 
and  the  Director  of  State  Accounts  that  cities  and  towns  should  pro- 
vide funds  necessary  for  administration  and  activities  of  advanced 
civil  defense.  It  appears  that  the  time  has  not  yet  arrived  to  make 
appropriations  for  many  items  may  be  subsequently  needed  and  it 
v^^ill  be  our  policy  to  purchase  in  the  immediate  future  only  such 
items  as  seem  absolutely  necessary.  At  the  same  time,  the  scarcit>' 
of  materials  and  the  possibility  of  substantial  advances  in  prices 
may  make  it  seem  expedient  to  make  purchases  of  materials  and 
equipment  which  otherwise  might  be  deferred  to  a  later  date. 

It  is  not  expected  that  the  fully-rounded  civil  defense  program 
on  a  National,  State  or  local  basis  will  be  completed  before  the  end 
of  1951  or  sometime  in  1952  although  most  of  the  details  will  be 
worked  out  long  before  that  time.  As  organization  progresses,  addi- 
tional volunteers  will  be  needed  and  at  some  not  too  distant  time  all 
citizens  will  be  given  an  opportunity  to  volunteer  for  whatever  serv- 
ice they  feel  best  qualified.  What  is  particularly  desired  are  men  and 
women  beyond  school  or  college  age,  not  in  the  military  or  naval 
reserve,  who  are  willing  to  give  a  reasonable  amount  of  time  to  such 
training  as  may  be  required  for  the  task  to  which  they  are  assigned. 

I  wish  to  thank  those  members  of  the  Civil  Defense  Advisory 
Council  and  my  Executive  Staff  whose  advice  and  wholehearted  co- 
operation have  been  most  helpful  during  this  period  of  initial  plan- 
ning. I  look  forward  to  their  continued  assistance  and  cooperation. 
In  particular,  I  wish  to  thank  the  Board  of  Selectmen  for  their  helpful 
advice  and  their  ''know-how"  without  w^hich  it  would  have  been  im- 
possible to  have  carried  on. 

I  wish  also  to  thank  the  Red  Cross  representatives  for  their 
helpful  advice  and  for  their  cooperation  in  furnishing  first  aid 
instructors. 

This  report  would  not  be  complete  if  I  did  not  express  my  ap- 
preciation to  Chief  Lampard  and  his  associates  for  the  outstanding- 
work  done  by  members  of  the  fire  department  in  fixing  up  a  room  in 
the  Phillips  Beach  fire  station  for  use  as  a  control  center.  Their  co- 
operation has  saved  the  Town  considerable  expense  and  has  made  it 
possible  for  us  to  have  a  control  center  which  will  be  second  to  none 
in  any  town  of  comparable  size  in  the  State.

At  a  joint  meting  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen  and  remaining 
members  of  the  Water  &  Sewerage  Board,  Harold  G.  Enholm  was 
elected  to  serve  until  the  town  election.

Phillips  Beach  Avenue,  90  ft.  of  6";  Swampscott  Avenue,  275  ft,  of 
6"  Dale  Street,  360  ft.  of  6" ;  Linden  Avenue,  500  ft.  of  6" ;  Cliff  Road, 
285  ft.  of  6";  Charlotte  Road,  155  ft.  of  6";  Sherwood  Road,  72  ft.  of 
6";  Nantucket  Street,  48  ft.  of  6";  Laurel  Road,  730  ft.  of  6"; 
Worcester  Avenue,  212  ft.  of  6";  Muriel  Road,  470  ft.  of  6";  Stanley

The  above  installations  have  been  or  are  in  the  process  of  being 
drawn  on  scale  plans  and  the  continuance  of  the  co-operative  spirit 
shown  by  the  Town  Engineer  and  his  assistants  in  preparing  these 
plans  is  deeply  appreciated. 

1  break  in  our  large  mains  was  repaired. 

HYDRANTS: 

1  hydrant  broken  off  by  a  motor  vehicle  was  replaced. 

2  hydrants  relocated  due  to  road  construction. 

Additional  hydrants  were  installed  in  the  following  Streets: 
Alden  Road,  near  Deer  Cove  Road;  Shepherd  Avenue,  near  Blodgett 
Road;  Foster  Road,  at  McArthur  Circle;  Dale  Street,  near  Linden 
Avenue;  Worcester  Avenue,  near  Hampshire  Street;  Stanley  Road, 
near  Salem  Street;  Young  Road,  near  Linden  Avenue;  Nason  Road, 
near  Laurel  Road;  Laurel  Road,  near  Forest  Avenue. 

The  spring  flushing  of  hydrants  was  carried  on  in  the  usual 
manner  after  notices  had  been  posted  in  the  local  papers  informing 
the  public  of  our  schedule. 

The  fall  inspection,  repairing  and  winterizing  of  hydrants  was 
performed  and  all  town  departments  having  occasion  to  use  same 
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were  notified  by  mail  to  notify  us  of  the  use  of  any  hydrant  during 
the  winter  months. 

This  year  will  go  down  in  the  records  of  the  town  as  the  greatest 
building  development  year  in  its  history.  All  departments  have  had 
an  extra  heavy  work  schedule,  the  Wat-er  Department,  in  particular. 
The  greater  part  of  building  was  done  on  streets  in  newly  developed 
areas  and  necessitated  the  installation  of  a  great  deal  of  pipe  and 
fittings. 

The  sewer  construction  program  in  Mountwood  Road,  ordered 
by  the  Board  of  Health,  made  it  necessary  for  us  to  relocate  433  ft. 
of  the  water  main  in  the  street,  in  order  that  the  sewer  program 
could  be  carried  out. 

One  sad  case  had  to  be  remedied  when  a  wa^er  consumer  who 
had  been  continuously  serviced  with  water  for  40  years  through 
anothers  property  had  his  water  pipe  cut  off  due  to  the  firet  party 
moving  his  house.  (Originally,  both  houses  were  owned  by  one 
owner.)  The  result  making  it  necessary  to  lay  an  unplanned  for 
amount  of  6"  water  main  at  an  added  expense  to  this  department. 

On  top  of  this  our  average  of  38  new  home  installations  a  year 
jumped  to  the  abnormal  amount  of  119,  causing  an  extra  heavy 
drawing  on  our  smaller  pipe  and  fittings,  thereby  depleting  our  in- 
ventory long  before  the  year  was  over.  In  fact,  the  extra  hea%T 
construction  program  created  an  emergency  shortage,  which  neces- 
sitated the  calling  of  a  special  to^\^l  meeting  for  the  purpose  of 
empowering  this  department  to  float  a  5-year  loan  for  $40,000.00 
in  order  that  the  necessary  pipe  and  fittings  might  be  purchased  to 
complete  the  program.  Due  to  this  $40,000.00  loan  plus  the  potential 
increase  of  $6,000.00  yearly  to  the  Metropolitan  Water  Commission 
for  the  cost  of  water,  a  debt  of  $46,000.00  was  incurred  and  as  this 
debt  must  be  paid  out  of  Water  Department  Receipt-s,  it  became  im- 
perative that  we  increase  the  water  rates  in  order  that  these  obliga- 
tions might  be  met.  Also  an  additional  $10,000.00  had  to  be  appro- 
priated from  the  Water  Available  Surplus  Fund  leaving  it  with 
an  unhealthy  balance. 

Several  developers  came  into  the  program  after  all  the  pipe 
and  money  had  been  allocated  and  in  order  that  water  mains  might 
be  installed  in  their  developments  they  were  obliged  to  furnish  their 
own  pipe  and  fittings,  and  also  dig  and  back-fill  their  own  trenches. 
Such  were  the  cases  of  Mr.  Folger,  in  his  Lewis  Road  Development; 
Mr.  Weinstein,  in  his  Young  Road  Development  and  Mr.  Brown  in 
his  Muriel  Road  Project. 

During  the  summer  months  due  to  the  extremely  dry  weather 
and  heavy  draft  not  only  on  our  system  but  all  towns  and  cities  in  the 
Metropolitan  System,  it  became  necessai-y  for  the  Board  of  Health 
to  declare  an  emergency  non  use  of  hose  and  lawn  sprinklers  during 
the  daylight  hours  of  4:00  P.M.  to  8:00  P.M.  in  order  that  the  water 
supply  might  be  diverted  for  household  purposes  and  to  allow  the 
standpipe  to  fill.  The  co-operation  of  the  public  in  this  emergency 
is  deeply  appreciated.  However,  in  the  coming  year  this  water  sup- 
ply shortage  should  be  eliminated,  as  the  Metropolitan  Water  Com- 
mission informs  us  that  the  new  36"  water  main  to  Swampscott  will 
be  completed  by  August  1951.  The  latest  report  being  that  the  con- 
tract for  the  last  link  from  Wyoma  Square  to  Swampscott  has  been 
let  out. 

To  the  Department  Heads  and  Personnel  of  all  Town  De- 
partments; your  individual  and  collective  co-operation  throughout 
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the  past  year  is  gratefully  acknowledged.  To  Timothy  J.  Ryan,  Sur- 
veyor of  Highways,  an  extra  word  of  thanks  should  be  given  for  his 
unselfish  aid  in  several  emergencies.

We  wish  at  this  time  to  express  our  sincere  appreciation  for  the 
splendid  cooperation  we  have  received  from  the  many  citizens  and 
for  their  continued  faith  in  the  activities  of  our  department. 

It  was  with  great  regret  that  we  heard  of  the  desire  of  Mr.  Ralph 
I.  Ldndsey  to  leave  the  Board  of  Park  Commissioners,  with  whom  he 
so  ably  served  for  over  15  years.  Due  to  his  great  personality,  initia- 
tive and  forcefulness,  the  Park  Department  expanded  to  its  present 
day  level. 

We  wish  him  the  best  of  luck  in  his  new  civic  honor. 

We  were  pleased  to  welcome  Mr.  Lewis  H.  Berry  to  the  Board. 
We  believe  his  keen  interest  in  the  future  of  our  youth,  his  ever 
energetic  interest  in  Civic  affairs  and  his  sound  judgment  will  be 
well  appreciated. 

We  appreciate  the  cooperation  of  the  Engineering  Department, 
Highway  Department,  Water  and  Sewer  Board,  School  Department, 
Cemetery  Department,  Police,  Fire  and  Health  Departments,  and  the 
Custodians,  as  well  as  the  Veterans  of  Foreign  Wars  and  the  many 
civic  minded  men  of  the  Town  who  have  supported  our  various 
actixities. 

PHILLIPS  PARK 

The  new  baseball  field  was  completed  in  time  for  our  annual 
game  with  Marblehead  and  we  wish  to  congratulate  our  employees  for 
the  excellent  construction  job  which  has  the  praise  of  every  sport 
minded  citizen  of  our  Town  and  is  considered  the  best  schoolboy 
baseball  diamond  in  Essex  County. 

We  completed  the  construction  and  erection  of  a  Junior  Baseball 
Diamond  and  Backstop,  an  adult  Softball  Diamond  and  Backstop. 
The  addition  of  filling  and  loaming  and  seeding  a  large  area  to  in- 
crease our  Football  Field  was  completed  also. 

The  erection  and  completion  of  an  additional  Artesian  well  has 
allowed  us  to  increase  the  water  system  which  was  completed  in 
conjunction  with  this  project.  This  will  now  allow  us  to  water  all 
areas  of  the  Park  insuring  an  ideal  playing  area  for  our  children 
without  any  drain  on  our  town  supply  during  the  critical  summer 
months. 

It  has  been  brought  to  our  attention  by  the  Civil  Defense  Au- 
thority that  these  wells  may  well  serve  as  a  potential  water  supply 
in  a  local  emergency  which  might  impair  the  use  of  our  present 
system. 

The  construction  of  a  Parking  area  for  Bathers  is  underway  with 
hopes  for  further  progress  this  year. 

Construction  of  Refreshment  Stands  by  the  Veterans  of  Foreign 
Wars  was  permitted  and  the  able  and  efficient  manner  in  which 
they  were  conducted  is  a  credit  to  the  Veterans  of  our  Town. 

A  Bicycle  Rack  accommodating  forty  bicycles  was  purchased  and 
installed  directly  behind  the  Junior  Baseball  diamond  backstop. 

The  erection  of  a  new  basketball  court  was  completed  at  this 
park  and  the  response  for  its  use  more  than  justified  its  construction. 
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ABBOTT  PARK 

The  erection  of  a  new  Basketball  Court  was  completed  at  this 
park  and  the  response  for  its  use  more  than  justified  its  construction. 

A  Junior  Baseball  Backstop  was  installed  at  the  Ellis  Road  end 
of  the  park. 

Because  of  the  size  of  this  park,  the  Board  wishes  to  go  on 
record  as  limiting  this  park  to  Midget  Baseball  and  Junior  Softball. 

We  also  believe  additional  fencing  is  required  for  the  protection 
of  the  children. 

Further  plans  for  activities  at  this  park  are  limited  due  to  its 
size.  Final  construction  of  a  Softball  diamond  and  a  Midget  Baseball 
diamond  is  contingent  upon  the  completion  of  the  new  Elementary 
school. 

JACKSON  PARK 

The  erection  of  a  new  Basketball  Court  was  completed  at  this 
park  and  the  response  for  its  use  more  than  justifies  its  construction. 

The  Tennis  courts  continued  to  be  immensely  popular  to  the 
Citizens  of  Swampscott  as  well  as  many  out  of  towners. 

The  annual  greater  Lynn  Camp  Fire  Council  Day  Camp  was 
again  carried  on  at  the  Lodge  for  two  full  weeks  of  the  summer  and 
words  cannot  measure  the  expression  of  the  happiness  of  the  little 
girls  whose  privilege  it  was  to  attend  these  sessions. 

The  dismantling  of  the  controversial  baseball  backstiop  has  met 
with  the  hearty  approval  of  all. 

The  erection  of  a  new  backstop  and  the  construction  and  com- 
pletion of  the  new  softball  diamond  for  adults  at  the  Jackson  Park 
entrance  opposite  Elm  Place  has  made  a  decided  improvement  in  the 
layout  of  the  Park. 

The  painting  of  the  new  hockey  rink,  the  construction  of  a  top 
rail  and  laying  of  a  hot  top  floor  on  the  rink  gives  the  citizens  a 
rink  which  is  the  envy  of  the  North  Shore.  This  rink  is  eighty 
feet  wide  and  two  hundred  feet  long. 

The  installation  of  a  watering  system  for  flooding,  the  erection 
of  a  field  house,  and  construction  of  better  roadways  and  parking 
spaces  have  added  greatly  to  the  beauty  and  usefulness  of  the  area. 

The  rink  can  also  be  used  for  roller  skating  and  other  functions 
during  the  year. 

Floodlights  have  been  erected  so  that  evening  skating  can  be 
enjoyed  whenever  ice  is  available. 

We  wish  at  this  time  to  express  our  sincere  appreciation  and 
thanks  for  the  citizens  of  our  town  and  others  whose  generous  con- 
tributions made  this  Hockey  Rink  and  Field  House  the  outstanding 
project  that  it  is,  an  area  which  can  be  enjoyed  by  young  and  old 
together. 

The  Board  wishes  to  go  on  record  as  being  in  favor  of  hot 
topping  the  Burpee  Road  entrance  to  Jackson  Park,  the  entrance  to 
the  tennis  courts  from  Essex  Street,  and  also  the  widening  of  the 
road  to  Jackson  Park  Lodge  as  this  lodge  is  utilized  by  many  of  our 
citizens  throughout  the  year  for  various  occasions. 
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The  filling-  in  of  the  stone  wall  opposite  the  Essex  Oil  entrance  of 
Jackson  Park  has  been  an  eyesore  and  a  fire  hazard  which  we  hope 
to  complete  this  coming  year. 

FOSTER  DAM  PLAY  AREA 

The  Board  of  Selectmen  granted  this  department  the  use  of  a 
lot  of  land  on  Windsor  Avenue  as  a  play  area  for  small  children. 
Swings  and  Teeter  Boards  have  been  purchased  and  we  hope  to  have 
this  area  completed  for  use  early  next  Spring. 

BLANEY  BEACH 

Under  the  able  supervision  of  Mr.  William  Friberg  of  Spring- 
field College  and  Robert  Clark  of  Temple  University,  modern  methods 
of  life  saving  were  carried  out.  Rope  restriction  areas  were  inau- 
gurated in  conjunction  with  the  tower  chair  and  life  saving  boat 
which  enabled  a  perfect  safety  record  to  again  be  maintained. 

Swimming  classes  were  again  carried  on  teaching  the  basic  ai*t 
of  life  saving.  We  wish  to  acknowledge  the  fine  work  of  Mrs.  Kehoe, 
Reserve  Officer  Philip  Dunphy  and  Parking  Police  Officer  Warren 
Dunphy. 

RECREATION  PROJECT 

The  recreation  program  continues  to  be  immensely  popular  under 
the  guidance  and  leadership  of  Mr.  Keith  Jordan  and  his  assistants, 
Mr.  Charles  Gallagher  of  Merrimac  College,  Mr.  Kenneth  Sewall  of 
Dartmouth  College,  and  Mr.  John  McNary,  Dartmouth  College  Varsity

The  boys'  program  was  carried  on  six  days  weekly  with  an 
average  of  42  Boys  at  Jackson  Park,  56  Boys  at  Abbott  Park,  and 
45  Boys  at  Phillips  Park. 

The  boys  in  the  Summer  Recreation  Program  who  were  faithful 
in  their  attendance  at  the  various  Parks  during  the  summer  were 
rewarded  by  the  Park  Board  by  being  taken  to  two  Red  Sox-American 
League  Games  and  to  a  Braves-Cardinal  Game. 

The  boys  were  transported  to  and  from  the  games  by  buses 
and  were  under  the  supervision  of  the  Recreation  Supervisor  and 
his  assistants. 

At  the  end  of  the  season  prizes  were  awarded  to  the  boys  and 
girls  showing  the  best  all-round  performances  by  the  Upper  Swamp- 
scott Improvement  Association. 

THOMSON  ESTATE 

The  memorial  flowering  trees  burst  forth  in  splendid  glory  to 
usher  in  the  spring  season  which,  combined  with  Dutch  tulip  bulbs, 
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crocuses,  hyacinths,  and  jonquils,  gave  the  entrance  of  the  Town 
a  beautiful  appearance. 

We  are  proud  to  report  that  the  fine  formal  garden  generously 
donated  by  the  Swampscott  Garden  Club  received  an  ''award  of 
merit"  at  the  summer  meeting  of  Federated  Garden  Clubs  of  Massa- 
chusetts. 

MONUMENT  AVENUE 

From  the  turf  of  the  G.A.R.  monument  to  the  bluff  of  Howland 
Park,  we  feel  that  this  area  continues  to  be  one  of  the  show  spots 
of  the  North  Shore. 

This  department  continues  to  care  for  the  squares  at  Cherry 
Street,  Walker  Road,  Grant  Road,  Fuller  Avenue,  Beach  Bluff  Sta- 
tion, and  Beach  Bluff  Avenue. 

CIVIC  AFFAIRS 

We  have  cooperated  with  the  school  department  in  tree  removals, 
the  Stanley  School  P.T.A.  in  the  erection  of  playground  equipment, 
The  Swampscott  Business  Men's  Association  in  the  erection  of  poles 
and  a  Christmas  tree,  St.  John's  Church  in  the  removal  and  re- 
erection  of  basketball  standards,  the  removal  of  "Dutch  elm  trees" 
at  no  further  cost  to  the  property  owners,  the  cooperative  spraying 
of  D.D.T.  for  mosquito  control,  a  part  in  the  Civil  Defense  program, 
and  many  incidental  matters. 

SHADE  TREES 

This  year  the  continuance  of  '*under-tree"  planting  is  beginning 
to  show  results,  for  the  usual  large  gap  caused  by  tree  removals  is 
being  minimized  by  the  two-year  catch  planting  of  the  smaller  trees. 

We  are  also  continuing  with  the  planting  of  upright  (columnar) 
trees,  so  much  more  suitable  to  narrow  streets  and  the  many  new 
types  of  ranch  houses. 

INSECT  CONTROL 

The  Japanese  beetle  seems  to  be  on  the  control  list  with  the 
application  of  arsenate  of  lead  to  the  soil  and  D.D.T.  during  the 
winged  or  adult  stage. 

The  numerous  scale  insects  were,  or  can  be  controlled  with 
timely  applications  of  light  oils,  tobacco  concentrates,  and  the  many 
combinations  of  cube,  pyrethrum,  and  rotenone  sprays. 

The  bronze  birch  borer  has  been  very  difficult  to  control,  due  to 
the  type  of  work  of  the  larvae. 

The  peach  borer  can  be  controlled  by  a  liquid  form  of  para-di- 
chlor-benzene. 

Almost  all  of  the  other  insect  pests  were  of  the  nuisance,  rather 
than  the  economic  variety, 

DUTCH  ELM  DISEASE 

The  Dutch  Elm  Disease  has  spread  to  Essex  County  with  a  known 
count  of  infected  trees  of  387.  This  Town  had  14  new  cases,  making 
a  total  of  16  since  1938.  All  trees  have  been  removed  and  destroyed. 
The  situation  is  not  good,  as  there  has  been  no  cure  found,  meaning 
that  a  condemned  tree  must  be  taken  down  and  the  wood  burned. 
This  is  a  terrible  potential  loss  to  the  Town. 

The  control  of  the  carriers,  the  elm  bark  beetles,  is  the  only  meth- 
od of  holding  down  its  spread.  Dead  elm  wood  should  not  be  allowed 
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to  remain  with  its  bark.  Stored  elm  wood  for  fireplaces  is  a  great 
source  of  bark  beetles,  if  the  bark  is  allowed  to  remain. 

Repeated  sprays  during  the  adult  stage  of  the  beetles  is  a 
great  help. 

Where  possible,  fertilization  by  the  ''ground  hole  method"  is 
recommended,  as  there  has  been  no  reversing  of  the  fact  that  ''a 
healthy  tree  can  better  withstand  disease." 

Our  elms  need  pruning  badly!  This  sanitation  method  of  pruning 
dead  branches  is  a  must,  but  an  impossibility  for  two  men  along 
with  other  required  maintenance  work  and  so  once  again  it  is  the 
recommendation  of  the  superintendent  that  an  additional  man  be 
added  to  the  Shade  Tree  division. 


We  regret  the  passing  of  Walter  L.  DeLory,  custodian  of  the 
Memorial  Field  House,  who  gave  his  best  even  though  his  physical 
condition  made  it  difficult  many  times  to  perform  his  daily  tasks. 

We  wish  to  take  the  opportunity  at  this  time  tio  express  to  the 
citizens  the  diligent  effort  of  our  employees  in  accomplishing  and 
completing  the  many  projects  which  faced  them  this  past  year  and 
we  feel  their  excellent  cooperation  made  this  possible.

INSPECTIONS 

During  the  past  year  all  mercantile,  public  buildings  and  hotels 
were  inspected  and  recommendations  were  made,  but  due  to  lack 
of  manpcwer  we  were  unable  to  follow  up  our  recommendations  or 
continue  any  inspections. 

Where  this  is  a  valuable  branch  of  the  fire  sei-vice,  we  hope  in 
the  near  future  to  be  able  to  undertake  an  efficient  inspection  bureau. 

DRILLS 

Fire  drills  were  held  in  all  schools  in  conjunction  with  Fire 
Prevention  Week.  I  was  pleased  that  the  students  were  well  trained 
and  a  credit  to  the  faculty  that  trained  them. 

Drills  are  held  daily  for  the  permanent  firemen.  These  drills 
cover  all  phases  of  modern  fire  fighting. 

FIRE  ALARM 

Up  to  the  present  time  our  Fire  Alarm  system  is  in  good  con- 
dition, but  due  to  the  fast  expansion  of  new  buildings,  new  streets 
and  new  hydrants  this  Fire  Alarm  system  is  being  overtaxed  in 
certain  sections  of  the  town  and  is  becoming  increasingly  inadequate 
in  fire  protection.  I  suggest  a  program  covering  this  expansion  should 
be  adopted. 

The  fire  department  is  in  need  of  a  new  transmitter  for  the 
purpose  of  transmitting  the  rapidly  increasing  number  of  telephone 
calls  received,  also  the  installation  of  new  fire  alarm  boxes. 

FIRST  AID 

We  are  very  fortunate  to  have  Luke  E.  Thompson  who  holds  an 
instructor's  rating  for  teaching  Red  Cross  First  Aid.  Numerous 
INHALATOR  cases  have  been  performed  during  1950.  Our  men  and 
equipment  are  available  to  the  citizens  of  the  town  at  any  time. 
Our  first  aid  is  at  your  command  upon  request. 

PERMANENT  MEN 

We  feel  at  this  time  that  more  permanent  men  should  be  added 
to  the  Fire  Department.  With  the  acceptance  of  the  63-hour  week 
for  the  firemen,  and  without  any  additional  men,  we  find  the  de- 
partment very  undermanned.  Due  to  the  lack  of  manpower  we  are 
operating  two  pumps  and  one  ladder  truck.  Our  normal  complement 
should  be  three  pumps  and  one  ladder  truck.  Our  third  pump,  which 
is  comparatively  new,  stays  parked  in  the  central  fire  station.  A 
thorough  investigation  should  be  made,  and  a  progressive  program 
established  to  remedy  this  present  shortage  of  manpower. 

APPOINTMENTS  AND  RETIREMENTS 

The  examination  for  promotion  to  Fire  Captain  was  held  on 
August  18,  1950.  This  examination  was  called  to  fill  the  vacancies 
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caused  by  tthe  retirement  of  F.  W.  Oulton,  W.  M.  Champion,  Sr.,  C. 
L.  Stover  and  W.  B,  Snow.  These  men  were  retired  when  the  town 
accepted  Section  85E  of  chapter  32,  General  Laws  as  inserted  by 
chapter  576  of  the  Acts  of  1946. 

The  results  of  this  captain's  examination  brought  about  the 
appointments  of  Captains  Carl  J.  Pagano,  James  E.  Champion,  Joseph 
Braccio,  Arnold  L.  Millberry,  and  Frank  H.  Maitland.  With  the  ap- 
pointment of  these  new  captains  it  is  possible  to  have  an  officer 
on  duty  at  all  times.  This  new  arrangement  makes  it  possible  to  have 
a  captain  stationed  at  Phillips  Beach  engine  house. 

I  wish  to  extend  my  appreciation  to  E.  G.  Dykeman,  W.  B.  Snow, 
L.  E.  Thompson,  A.  L.  Stover  and  C.  E.  Snow  who  ably  and  efficiently 
performed  the  duties  of  acting  captains  pending  the  results  of  the 
above  examination. 

NATIONAL  EMERGENCY 

Recently  the  President  of  the  United  States  declared  a  state  of 
national  emergency.  In  line  with  other  communities  we  have  estab- 
lished a  Department  of  Civil  Defense  and  the  town  has  appointed 
Harold  S.  Walker  as  Civil  Defense  Director. 

At  times  of  wars  and  emergencies  the  fire  department  takes  a 
leading  role  in  civil  defense.  As  Deputy  Director  of  the  Fire  Services, 
I  recommend  speedy  action  in  purchasing  and  installing  on  our  fire 
apparatus  a  two-way  radio.  Through  this  method  a  direct  communi- 
cation service  will  be  established  with  civil  defense  control  center. 

I  urge  all  able  body  citizens  to  enlist  their  services  to  aid  Di- 
rector Walker  in  establishing  various  auxiliary  units  for  his  civil 
defense  program. 


I  wish  to  thank  the  personnel  of  my  department  for  their  fine 
cooperation  during  the  past  year.  I  especially  wish  to  thank  Mr.  Ryan, 
Surveyor  of  Highways,  and  his  men  for  their  work  in  paving  the 
driveway  and  yard  at  the  central  fire  station.  I  wish  to  thank  the 
Board  of  Selectmen  and  all  other  town  officials  for  their  co-operation 
and  assistance  shown  me  during  the  year.

During  the  year  there  were  thirty-seven  petitions  submitted  to 
the  Board,  all  of  which  cases  were  acted  upon. 

In  addition  there  was  also  an  appeal  from  a  decision  by  the 
Board  of  Appeals  heard  before  the  Massachusetts  Emergency  Hous- 
ing Commission  in  Boston.  There  were  two  appeals  to  the  Superior 
Court  from  decisions  by  the  Board  of  Appeals  in  both  of  which  case?

Sir: 

In  accordance  with  your  instructions,  I  have  made  an  audit 
of  the  books  and  accounts  of  the  town  of  Swampscott  for  the  period 
from  May  1,  1949,  the  date  of  the  previous  audit,  to  May  19,  1950, 
and  submit  the  following  report  thereon: 

The  financial  transactions,  as  recorded  on  the  books  of  the 
several  departments  collecting*  money  for  the  town  or  committing 
bills  for  collection,  were  examined  and  checked  for  the  period  of  the 
audit. 

The  books  and  accounts  of  the  town  accountant  were  examined 
and  checked  with  the  treasurer's  books  and  with  the  records  in  the 
several  departments.  The  receipts,  as  recorded,  were  checked  with 
the  treasurer's  cash  book  and  the  payments  were  compared  with  the 
warrants  authorizing  the  disbursement  of  town  funds. 

The  ledger  was  analyzed,  the  appropriations  were  compared  with 
the  town  clerk's  records  of  appropriations  voted,  and  the  recorded 
transfers  from  the  reserve  fund  were  checked  with  the  authorizations 
by  the  finance  committee.  A  balance  sheet,  which  is  appended  to 
this  report,  was  prepared  showing  the  financial  condition  of  the 
town  on  May  19,  1950. 

The  books  and  accounts  of  the  town  treasurer  were  examined 
and  checked  in  detail.  The  recorded  receipts  were  analyzed  and 
compared  with  the  collector's  records  of  payments  to  the  treasurer, 
with  the  records  in  the  several  departments  collecting  money  for  the 
town,  and  with  the  other  sources  from  which  money  was  paid  into 
the  town  treasury,  while  the  payments  were  checked  with  the  select- 
men's warrants  to  the  treasurer.  The  cash  balance  on  May  19,  1950, 
was  proved  by  actual  count  of  the  cash  in  the  office  and  by  recon- 
ciliation of  the  bank  balances  with  statements  furnished  by  the 
banks  in  which  town  funds  are  deposited. 

The  payments  on  account  of  maturing  debt  and  interest  were 
verified  by  comparison  with  the  amounts  falling;  due  and  with  the 
cancelled  securities  and  coupons  on  file. 
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The  securities  and  savings  bank  books  representing  the  in- 
vestments of  the  trust,  investment,  and  retirement  funds  were  ex- 
amined and  listed.  The  income  was  proved  and  the  withdrawals  and 
disbursements  were  verified. 

The  tax  title  deeds  on  hand  were  examined  and  listed.  The 
amounts  ta'ansferred  from  the  several  tax  levies  to  the  tax  title  ac- 
count were  verified,  the  tax  titles  redeemed  were  checked  with  the 
treasurer's  cash  book,  and  the  tax  titles  on  hand  were  listed  and 
compared  with  the  records  at  the  Registry  of  Deeds. 

The  records  of  payroll  deductions  on  account  of  federal  taxes 
were  listed  and  reconciled  with  the  treasurer's  and  the  town  ac- 
countant's books. 

The  assessors'  records  of  abatements  granted  were  listed  and 
reconciled  with  the  collector's  commitment  books  and  with  the 
accountant's  ledger.  The  assessor's  wan-ants  for  the  commitment  of 
taxes,  motor  vehicle  and  trailer  excise,  assessments,  and  water  liens 
were  examined  and  checked  with  the  detailed  lists.  The  records  of 
apportioned  assessments  not  due  were  listed  and  reconciled  with 
the  accountant's  ledger  accounts. 

The  books  and  accounts  of  the  town  collector  were  examined 
and  checked.  The  taxes,  motor  vehicle  and  trailer  excise,  assessments, 
and  departmental  accounts  receivable  outstanding  according  to  the 
previous  examination,  as  well  as  all  subsequent  commitment  lists, 
were  audited  and  reconciled  with  the  warrants  issued  for  their 
collection. 

The  collector's  cash  books  were  footed,  the  payments  to  the 
treasurer  by  the  collector  ^vere  checked  to  the  treasurer's  books, 
the  abatements  were  compared  AAith  the  records  in  the  departments 
authorized  to  grant  them,  and  the  outstanding  accounts  were  listed. 

Verification  notices  were  mailed  to  a  number  of  persons  whose 
names  appeared  on  the  books  as  owing  money  to  the  town,  the  re- 
plies received  thereto  indicating  that  the  outstanding  accounts,  as 
listed,  are  correct. 

The  records  of  dog  and  sporting  licenses  issued  by  the  town 
clerk  were  examined  and  checked,  the  payments  to  the  Division  of 
Fisheries  and  Game  and  to  the  town  treasurer  being  verified. 

The  surety  bonds  of  the  financial  officials  for  the  faithful  per- 
formance of  their  duties  Avere  examined  and  found  to  be  in  proper 
form. 

The  accounts  of  the  sealer  of  weights  and  measures,  of  the  police, 
health,  school,  library,  park,  and  cemetery  departments,  as  well  as 
of  all  other  departments  collecting  money  for  the  town  or  committing 
bills  for  collection,  were  examined  and  checked,  the  payments  to  the 
treasurer  being  compared  with  the  treasurer's  cash  book. 

In  addition  to  the  balance  sheet  referred  to,  there  are  appended 
to  this  report  tables  showing  a  reconciliation  of  the  treasurer's  and 
town  clerk's  cash,  summaries  of  the  tax,  motor  vehicle  and  trailer 
excise,  assessment,  tax  title,  departmental,  and  water  accounts,  as 
well  as  tables  showing  the  condition  and  transactions  of  the  trust, 
investment,  and  retirement  funds. 

For  the  cooperation  extended  by  all  of  the  town  officials  during 
the  progress  of  the  audit,  I  wish,  on  behalf  of  my  assistants  and  for 
myself,  to  express  appreciation.

To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  Board 
of  Trustees  of  the  Public  Library  to  engage  an  architect  to  prepare 
plans  and  specifications  for  an  addition  to  the  Public  Library  and 
appropriate  the  necessary  money  therefor  or  take  any  action  relative 
thereto.  Sponsored  by  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  tJie  Public  Library. 

Article  21.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  adopt  the  following- 
by-laws  putting  into  effect  the  Griffenhagen  Report. 

ARTICLE  X— A.  BY-LAWS  ESTABLISHING  RULES  AND  REGU- 
LATIONS GOVERNING  CLASSIFICATION  OF  PERSONNEL  AND 
THE  ADMINISTRATION  OF  A  SALARY  AND  WAGE  PLAN  FOR 
ALL  TOWN  EMPLOYEES. 

Section  1.  —  The  Classification  Plan: — The  official  classification 
plan  for  positions  in  the  service  of  the  town  shall  consist  of  the  classes 
listed  by  titles  in  Schedule  A  which  is  made  a  part  hereof  (Exhibit 
A  of  Griffenhagen  Report)  and  shall  apply  to  all  positions  in  the 
service  of  the  town  except  those  filled  by  popular  election  and  those 
under  the  direction  and  control  of  the  School  Committee,  and  the 
Board  of  Library  Trustees. 
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Section  2.  —  The  Pay  Plan: — The  official  pay  plan  shall  consist 
of  the  scales  of  pay  for  the  several  classes  set  forth  in  Schedule  B 
(Exhibit  B  of  Griff enhagen  Report)  which  is  made  a  part  hereof. 
After  the  effective  date  of  the  classification  and  compensation  plan 
no  contract  shall  be  made  with  any  employee  occupying  a  position 
governed  by  the  classification  plan  which  shall  provide  for  a  rate  of 
pay  inconsistent  with  the  rates  set  forth  in  the  pay  plan.  Time  and 
one-half  shall  be  paid  for  all  hours'  work  in  excess  of  forty  to  all 
employees  assigned  to  positions  allocated  to  a  class,  the  rate  for 
which  is  set  forth  in  an  hourly  wage  scale  appearing  in  Schedule  B 
which  is  made  a  part  hereof.  However,  time  and  one-half  for  hours' 
work  in  excess  of  forty  hours  shall  be  paid  only  to  those  employees 
whose  rates  are  within  the  limits  set  forth  in  the  pay  plan. 

Section  3  —  Amendment  of  the  Plans: — The  classification  plan 
and  the  provisions  included  herein  may  be  amended  in  the  manner 
provided  by  law,  or  in  the  manner  provided  by  the  bylaws  of  the 
town,  whichever  is  applicable.  The  pay  plan  may  be  established  or 
changed  by  vote  of  the  town  at  a  Town  Meeting,  or  as  provided  by 
law,  whichever  is  applicable. 

In  a  case  of  urgent  necessity,  the  personnel  officer,  after  con- 
sultation with  the  appointing  authority  and  with  the  approval  of  the 
personnel  board,  may  anticipate  formal  action  by  the  town  by  tenta- 
tively adding  a  new  classification  to  the  classification  plan  and  estab- 
lishing the  salary  or  wage  therefor,  subject  to  subsequent  early 
ratification  of  such  action  by  the  town  at  a  Town  Meeting  and  further 
subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Division  of  Civil  Service  when  so 
required. 

Section  4  —  Personnel  Board: —  There  shall  be  a  personnel 
board  consisting  of  three  members  to  be  appointed  by  the  Moderator, 
as  follows: 

(a)  An  elected  town  official  who  shall  be  chairman  for  a  period 
of  one  year 

(b)  A  town  employee  for  a  period  of  two  years 

(c)  A  citizen  and  registered  voter  of  the  town  for  a  period  of 
three  years  and  thereafter  as  their  terms  expire,  for  a  period  of  three 
years. 

The  personnel  board  shall  be  vested  with  the  authority  to 
promulgate  such  rules  and  regulations  as  are  necessary  for  the  proper 
administration  of  the  classification  and  pay  plans.  Nothing  in  such 
rules  and  regulations  shall  conflict  with  the  provisions  contained 
herein. 

Section  5  —  Personnel  Officer: — There  shall  be  appointed  by  the 
Board  of  Selectmen,  a  personnel  officer  who  shall  be  responsible  for 
the  administration  of  the  classification  and  pay  plan  and  such  rules 
and  regulations  regarding  the  plans  that  may  be  promulgated  by  the 
personnel  board. 

Appeal  from  any  decision  of  the  personnel  officer  may  be  made 
to  the  personnel  board,  should  such  decision  conflict  with  anything 
contained  herein,  or  with  the  rules  and  regulations  adopted  by  the 
board  for  administration  of  the  plans. 

Section  6  —  Class  definitions: — The  personnel  officer  shall  pro- 
vide, and  may  amend  from  time  to  time,  written  definitions  of  the 
classes  of  the  classification  plan,  such  consisting  of  a  statement  de- 
scribing the  essential  nature  of  the  work  characteristic  of  positions  of 
the  class  distinguished  such  positions  from  positions  of  other  classes 
with  such  examples  as  may  be  deemed  appropriate. 

Section  7  —  Interpretation  of  Class  Definitions: — The  definitions 
of  the  classes  shall  be  interpreted  as  descriptive  only  and  not  re- 
strictive. The  definition  for  any  class  shall  be  construed  solely  as 
a  means  of  identifying  positions  properly  pertaining  to  the  class,  and 
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not  as  prescribing  what  the  duties  or  responsibilities  of  any  position 
of  the  class  shall  be,  or  as  modifying,  or  in  any  way  affecting,  the 
power  of  any  administrative  authority,  as  otherwise  existing,  to  ap- 
point, to  assign  duties  to,  or  to  direct  and  control  the  work  of  any 
employee  under  the  jurisdiction  of  such  authority. 

Section  8  —  Records  and  Requisitions: — The  personnel  officer 
shall  keep  such  records  of  all  employees  of  the  town,  including  the 
name,  age,  date  of  employment,  civil  service  classification  if  any, 
department  in  which  employed,  nature  of  duties  and  other  infor- 
mation as  it  deems  desirable.  All  requisitions  for  persons  to  fill 
positions  or  perform  duties  classified  under  the  civil  service  law,  all 
requests  for  transfers,  increases  in  salary,  changes  in  ratings,  or  other 
requests  made  to  the  director  of  civil  service  or  the  department  of 
civil  service  shall  be  cleared  through  the  personnel  officer. 

Section  9          Allocation  of  Positions  to  Classes:  The  personnel 

officer  shall  allocate  each  position,  subject  to  the  provisions  of  this 
bylaw,  to  its  appropriate  class  in  the  classification  plan.  Whenever 
a  new  position  is  established,  or  the  duties  of  an  existing  position  are 
so  changed  that,  in  effect,  a  new  position  of  a  different  class  is  sub- 
stituted for  the  old  position,  the  personnel  officer  shall  allocate  such 
new  or  changed  position  to  its  appropriate  class.  He  shall  likewise  re- 
allocate any  position  from  class  to  class  whenever  he  finds  such  action 
warranted  by  reason  of  error  in  the  allocation  then  in  effect.  He  shall 
afford  reasonable  opportunity  to  be  heard  to  any  employee  or  ap- 
pointing authority  affected  by  any  allocation  or  reallocation,  upon 
written  request  therefor,  and  may  afford  such  opportunity  in  the 
absence  of  such  request. 

Section  10  —  Titles  of  Positions: — No  person  shall  be  appointed, 
employed,  or  paid  as  an  employee  in  any  position  subject  to  the  pro- 
visions of  this  by-law,  under  any  title  other  than  that  of  the  class  to 
which  the  position  is  allocated.  The  title  of  each  class  shall  be  the 
official  title  of  every  position  allocated  to  the  class  for  all  purposes 
having  to  do  with  the  position  as  such,  and  shall  be  used  to  designate 
the  position  in  all  payrolls,  budget  estimates,  and  official  records  and 
reports,  and  in  every  other  connection  involving  personnel  and  fiscal 
processes,  but  any  abbreviation  or  code  symbol  approved  by  the  per- 
sonnel officer  may  be  used  in  lieu  of  the  title  to  designate  the  class 
of  a  position  in  any  such  connection. 

Section  11  —  Operation  of  Bylaw: — This  bylaw  shall  be  operative 
only  as  to  employees  whose  positions  are  classified  hereunder  and  for 
which  positions  minimum  and  maximum  salaries  have  been  established 
by  vote  of  the  town  at  a  Town  Meeting. 

Section  12  —  Civil  Service  Law: — Nothing  in  this  bylaw  shall  be 
construed  to  conflict  with  Chapter  31  of  the  General  Laws.

Article  22.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  Water

Article  25.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  appropriate  a  sum 
of  money  for  the  proper  observance  of  Memorial  Day  or  take  any 
action  relative  thereto.  Sponsored  by  the  Board  of  Selectmen. 
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Article  26.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  appropriate  a  sum 
of  money  for  the  proper  observance  of  Armistice  Day  or  take  any  ac- 
tion relative  thereto.  Sponsored  by  the  Board  of  Selectmen. 

Article  27.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  t-o  appropriate  the  sum 
of  $3,000  for  the  control  of  the  DUTCH  ELM  disease,  as  set  forth 
by  Section  13,  Chapter  761,  Acts  of  1949,  and  recommended  by  the 
Department  of  Conservation,  Division  of  Insect  Pest  Control,  or  take 
any  action  relative  thereto.  Sponsored  by  the  Board  of  Park  Com- 
missioners.

Pattern). 

Fittings.  May  be  galvanized  steel  pipe  with  cast  iron  or  galvanized 
malleable  fittings. 

Fittings  for  iron  pipe  size  brass  may  be  cast  iron  recessed 
drainage  fittings. 

Traps.  A  separate  trap  shall  be  installed  for  an  electric  garbage 
disposer. 

A  separate  trap  shall  be  installed  for  an  electric  dish  washer. 

Vents.  May  be  Type  L  hard  copper  tubing  with  sweat  fittings. 

A  IV2"  vent  shall  serve  not  more  than  three  fixtures. 

Wet  venting  of  a  single  fixture  will  be  allowed  under  certain 
conditions;  with  permission  of  the  Plumbing  Inspector. 

The  vent  piping  from  a  fixture  trap  shall  be  cast  iron  or  non- 
ferrous  materials  for  a  vertical  distance  of  at  least  4"  above  the 
seal  of  the  trap  which  it  serves. 

IV2"  vents  shall  be  increased  to  2"  before  passing  through  the 

roof. 

2"  vents  shall  pass  through  the  roof  undiminished  in  size. 

Safety  Valves.  Tankless  heaters  heated  by  either  steam  or  hot 
water,  shall  be  protected  by  an  approved  pressure  relief  valve  in- 
stalled in  the  cold  water  supply  between  the  shut-off  valve  and  heater. 

ADDENDA  Water  Meter.  A  shut-off  valve  shall  be  installed  on 
the  house  side  of  the  water  meter.
